CROWDS CHEERED SPEAKER LOUDLY 


First Gun of Gubernatorial Campaign 
Fired at Monticello Yestercay 
and Now the Fight Has 
Begun in Dead 
Earnest. 


Monticello, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)\—No 
candidate for any otfice could possibly hope 
for more auspicious circumstances than 
those which surrounded Senator Robert L. 
Berner when he formally opened his cam- 
paign for governor here today. 
The weather was perfect, the crowd was 
tremendous and the enthusiasm was great. 
Everything went to make the occasicn suc- 
cessful, and tonight there is nothing but 
hopefulness and confidence in Senator Ber- 
ner’s tired brain, as he sits in the center of 
a throng of.admirers on the depot steps 
here, waiting for a belated truin to carry 
him and his party down to Macon. 
Berner’s opening address was a wonder. 
Before as many people as could be packed 
into the Jasper county courthouse, he in- 
velghed against the railroads and corpor- 
ations with an eloquence and vehemence 
that aroused his hearers to the wildest 
bursts of applause. He boldly asserted that 
the press and the politicians and the money 
power of the state had united to misrepre- 
sent and defeat him, and with the genius 
of oratory which is so thoroughly at his 
command he wrought up the people to a 
veritable frenzy. When he pleaded that 
they come to his rescue and help him to 
wipe out his powerful opponents, they 
would have followed him in a _ personal 
raid upon the busy newspaper representa- 
tives sitting before him, had he said the 
word, and nothing in the world could con- 
vince the good folks of Monticello tonight 
that the train is not more than an hour 
behind time through the evil agency of the 
corporations which are trying to injure the 
senator. | 
Those who read his letter of announcement 
three weeks ago will appreciate the sig- 
nificance of the statement that the senti- 
ments therein expressed are not near so 
radical as those which fell from his lips at 
his speech today. In fact, his address was 
in the main an. elaboration of his letter, 
and during the three hours that were spent 
in fits delivery he occupied most of -the 
time in emphasizing and accentuating those 
Planks in his platform which concern the 
railroads, the corporations, the proposi- 
tion for tax exemption in favor of new 
industrial enterprises, and the election of 
judges and solicitors by the people. In 
reference to all these matters, his speech 
was a sizzling series of detlarations of a 
character so positive and !ncisive as to £0 
away beyond the expectations of even 
those who knew him well enough to ex- 
pect an expression of ‘unusually radical 
ideas. Those who read his letter of an- 
nouncement will get a much better idea of 
his speech by multiplying his letter Dy 
sBeven than they would by reading a ver- 
batim report of what he sald, because the 
general line of both was exactly the same, 
and the sentiments expressed in the speech 
were just about seven times as intense as 
those expressed in the original declaration. 
Will Wage Vigorous Fight. 
But Berrer did a lot more than can be 
included in the simple statement that he 
delivered his opening campaign 


served notice on the other candidates that 
he proposed to throw political precelents 
to the winds and to jump into the fight 
with the intention of hitting every head he 
could get within reach of from now on. 

Whether or not he meant to do so, he 
showed his hand very plainly as soon as 
he stepped into the open. It was known 
before that he intended to wage agegres- 
sive warfare, but it will be of rea! inter- 
est to annource that he speaks at Law- 
renceville next Monday, an@ that he will 
continue to pour forth his communistic 
doctrines from the etump throughout the 
State withcut Intercession, until the votes 
are ccunted. In the same breath it may 
be said that he expects to be elected. 
Hoarse voiced and worn out with the phy- 
Sical duties of the day, he has said to 
more than one person tonight that the 
triumph he has won in Jasper is simply 
an indication of what he expects and be- 
lieves he will receive in nine out of every 
ten counties in the state. In his heart of 
hearts he believes that the people honestly 
look upon him as the opposed and down- 
trodden victim of those vast and indefin- 
tte interests which he refers to as the cor.

The erder names the states to be tnciud- 
ed in the different departments and places 
Brigadier General William M. Graham in 
command of the department of the gulf, 
with headquarters in Atlanta. 

So far as Atlanta and the south ‘:; con- 
cerned, the creating of the @epartment of 
the gulf by the secretary of war is one 
of the most important acts of the war de- 
partment in many years. It makes At- 
lanta one of the leading military centers in 
the United States and this city becomes 


the base of operation in event of war with 
‘Spain, © 


_ The new department consists of six 


states, five of which were previously in 
the department of the east and one of 
which was a department in itself. These 
five states are taken from the department 
of the east, and together with the state 
of Texas, are made the department of the 
gulf. 


As headquarters of this department and 

with the offices of the command- 
ing gereral here, Atlanta assumes 
the importance of which 
ls hardly realized except by those 
in military circles. All the posts in the 
new department will receive their orders 
from Atlanta and all the business of the 
department will be ‘transacted through 
this city. In case of war with Spain, At- 
lanta will be the base of operation. The 
troops will be mobilized here and the 
Supplies will doubtless be distributed from 
this point. In this event, Atlanta will at 
once become the most important military 
city in the United States.

of the Austell building called on Colonel 
Cook at his quarters and spoke.to him in 
regard plhacing the offices of the départ- 
ment in the Austell butiding. The confer- 
ence was brief and Colonel Cook informed 
the gentlemen that he had heard’ rothing 
of an official nature and could only say he 
thought offices would be establisned in a 
building in the city. 

During the afternoon, however, Colonel 
Cook, accompanied by a member of his 
staff, visited the Austell building and went 
through it. The officers gave the bullding 
a thorough inspection, and told the repre- 
sentatives that they were well pleased with 
its location and with the size of the offices. 

Colonel Cook intimated that the floor 
space to be required ®y General Graham 
for the offices of the department will 10,- 
000 square feet. This will take one floor 
of the Austell building. 


The fact of Colonel Cook fiaving visited 
the Austell building is taken as an indica- 
tion of his having received a communica- 
tion from General Graham requesting him 
to look for suitable quarters. 

As matters now stand, the chances are 
very favorable to the offices being estab- 
lished in the Austell building. The depart- 
ment will require room at once, and Colo- 
nel Cook has been informed that the neces- 


sary amount of floor space in the Austell 


building will be obtainable on notice. 

The announcement that Atlanta was to 
be made headquarters of the new depart- 
ment of the gulf created intense interest at 
Fort McPherson. Colonel H. C. Cook, the 
commanding officer, Was seen and asked 
what he thought of the change. 

.“I cannot very well express as opinion,”’ 
said he, ‘‘since I have not yet received offi- 
vial information That the change is to be 
made. If the new department is estab 
lished It may be some time before J hear of 
it olficially. 

“But going on the supposition that the 
forecast in this morning’s Constitution is 
correct, I think it is a big thing for Atlan- 
ta. It makes this city an important mill- 
tary center, and the results will be béne- 
ficial to Atlanta. As I understand it, the 
change will not effect this post very ma- 
I am sure no more troops will be 
brought here, and can think of no change 
that will be necessary, 

“The quarters of the commander of the 
department will not be located at the post 
because there is no room here for them. I 
imagine that a building, or offices in a 
large building will be leased until other ar- 
rangements can be made. 

‘So far as the war situation ts concerned,

I do not believe the establishment of the 

new department has any significance. I 
suppose the war department has reached 
the conclusion that the new department is 
necessary, and has established it without 
regard to the war situation. 

“If the department has been established, 
General Graham will haye the same execu- 
tive power in it as General Merritt has in the 
department of the east. I suppose the sup- 
plies will still ‘be purchased through New 
Orleans.”’ tied 

Other officers at the post who were spok- 
en.to in regard to the change, stated that 
they .had not heard of the matter except 
through The Constitution, and disliked to 
be interviewed until official information had 
been rece‘ved. 

It Is a Warlike Move. 

By meny the making of Atlanta head- 
quarters of a new department is taken as 
a warning of the declaration of war by 
either the. United States or Spain. It is be- 
leved by many that this act of the war 
department is the strongest indication of 
war whicn has yet been seen. 

The geographical situation of Atlanta 

and her position aS regards Cuba, and her 
nearness to the seat Of a possible war, has 
caused it to be generally admitted that 
this city would be the base of operations 
in the event of a war with Spain. 
« This, together with the hasty preparations 
now going. on and lastly, with the order 
department, causes 
many to feel sure that war is expected by 
the administration. 

Atlanta being the largest city in the 
south and the gate of the south, woutd 
necessarily be the point from which the 
United States would Operate its troops and 
distribute its supplies. The fact that the 
zovernment has made Atlanta headquar- 
ters of one of the largest departments 
seems to show that this city’s importance 
is recognized. 

Those who take the move as an indica- 
tlon of war, point to history. They say 
that during the Indian outbreaks depart- 
ments were established in the west, and 
the department of Texas was the result of 
an expected Indian war. It is thought by 
these that the establishment of the de- 
partment of the gulf is a strong indication 
that war is expected. | 

Change in Departments. 

Since the establishment of two new de 
partments and the abolition of two, the 
departments are as follows: 

The department of the east will em- 
brace the New England states, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
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The department of Dakota embraces the 
atates of Minnesota, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Montana and so much of Wyoming 
and Idaho as is embraced in the Yellow- 
mone National park. 

The department of Columbia will em- 
®race the states of Washington, Oregon, 


Idaho (except so much of the latter as is [~~ 


embraced in the Yellowstone National 
park), and the territory of Alaska. 

The department of California will em- 
brace California and Nevada. 


The department of Colorado will embrace ; 


Wyoming (except so much of the latter as 
is embraced in the Yellowstone National 
park), Colorado an@ Utah, and the terri- 
tories of Arizona and New Mexico. ~~ 

The department of the Platte will em- 
brace the states of Iowa, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Arkansas, the Indian 
territory and the territory of Oklahoma. 

The department of the gulf (newly es- 
tablished) will embrace South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Loulsiana and Texas. 

General Sherman Suggested Atlanta. 

When Brigadier General Graham comes 
to this city with his staff and clerks, At- 
lanta will be the headquarters of the de- 
partment of the gulf, but it will not be 
the first time that the head of a depart- 
ment was stationed here. Once before At- 
lanta was the scene of military operations 
and several generals were here in succes 
sion, managing the department, until it 
was abolished. 

It is a fact that General Sherman first 
recognized the advantages of Atlanta as a 
point for military operations, and it is 
said that his complete realization of this 
important fact was a circumstance that 
added weight to General Merritt’s sugges- 
tion that the department of the gulf be 
formed with headquarters here. Later 
when the United States was having trouble 
with the Indians tn the west, the depart- 
ment stationed here was merged into the 
department of the east and the department 
of Texas was created. Now the latter de- 
partment is abolished and Atlanta again 
beccmes the scene of the headquarters of 
the department. 

Immediately after the war, and during 
the days of reconstruction, the south was 
divided into military districts. Atlanta was 
then made the headquarters of the third 
military district, which included Georgia, 
Alabama and Florida. This was in the 
summer of’ 1867. Later, during the same 
year, the second military district, which 
consisted of South Carolina, and the third 
military district were consolidated, with 
headquarters at Atlanta. 

The district continued this way until the 
winter of 1868, when a new military depart- 
ment was created, known as the depart- 
ment of the south. General Pope had been 
in charge of the military district, but when 
the department of the south was created 
General Meade was sent here. 

General Meade made his headquarters in 
the old Kontz homestead, the house in 
which Mr. A. L. Kontz and Judge Ernest 
Kontz were born. This old residence is 
still standing and is now known as No. 82 
‘Marietta street. In the early part of 1869 
General Ruger succeeded General Meade. 
General Ruger stayed at the head of the 
department only a ghort time and was suc- 
ceeded by General Terry, who came in the 
summer of 1869. General Terry remained 
in charge for several years until the de- 
partment of the south was merged into the 
department of the east, with headquarters 
on Governor’s island, New York. 

This occurred early in the 70’s, but it 
seems that the wa department made a 
mental note of Atlanta and fn time of need 
has turned its attention once more in this 
direction. 


General Graham Leaves 
for Atianta Tomorrow. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 12.—Brigadier 
General William M. Graham, commander 
of the department of Texas, and his staff, 
will leave Monday for his new headquar- 
ters at Atlanta. 

Following as speedily as the records of 
the department can be gathered and made 
the remaining 
staff officers, clerks and the messengers 
of the department will start for Atlanta. 

General Graham stated that he did not 
know whether the change was to be a per- 
mament or a temporary one. He said: 


‘This change was spoken of during Gen- 
eral Bliiss’s time as commander of the de- 
partment. While I do nut undertake to 
give a reason for the change. I am inclined 
to believe that it igs merely a redistribution 
of the territory of the departments.” 


General Graham stated that there have 
been no orders issued involving movements 
on the part of the garrisons in this state. 

The light batfery has settled down to its 
annual target practice near Kerrville, and 
the cavalry is now in the midst of its reg- 
ular practice at the range near Salado.

Tondon, March 12.—A diplomat who prob- 
ebly is the recipient of more confidence 
than any man in London has expressed 
himself as follows on the Cuban question: 

“If America had designed avith a set put- 
pose the events of the past week she could 
not any possibility have developed any- 
thhe/ which in its impressive dignity would 
havd had such an effect upon Lurope as 
the way in which the executive, cur gress 
and the people have met the crisis and 
risen to the responsibilities involved in 
dealing with the Cuban question. 

Such is undoubtedly the general feeling. 
Every one here now recognizes that the 
United States does not desire war, but is 
actuated by humanitarian sentiments and 
will mot shrink from war if it is necessary 
to right the wrongs of Cuba and exact 
satisfaction from Spain. In the course of 
@ long article The Speaker says: 

“In the face of a possible deficit, a bank 
crisis and the suspension of the revival o! 
industry the United States has deliberately 
shown the world that it will not be trifled 
with. The Spanish patriots would Jo well 
to heed the warning. If they try to retain 

a by force their failure is certiin end 
tify will hardly less certainty bring duwnt 
the fabric of the government in Spain. 

Spectator Takes Another View. 

On the other hand The Spectator, 
though cofiending ‘that 
generally the surest way of avoiding war, 
thinks that the proposition does not hold 
good in the case of the United States and 
says: 

“The circumstances steadily tending to- 
ward intervention in Cuba will not be e/i.er- 
ed by any amount of preparation, because 
Spain cannot end the revellion and wll rot 
grant independence and thus comply with 
the American demands.” 

Therefore The Spectator is of the opiricn 
that “The Americans will finally and re- 
luctantly conclude that Spain must cease 
to reign in Cuba and will take neval and 
military action ere long.’’ 

The Spectator concludes: 

“Quoting Kipling, ‘the Americans are Ir- 
resolute and full of doubts up to the point 
when they wake the drumming guns that 
have no doubts.’ After that there :s no 
more irregolution till the last shot is fired.” 

The newspapers hefe generally regard 
fwvorably Tine Madrid Nacional’s proposi- 
tion that the United States annex Cuba and 
assume her debt. They think it cheaper to 
delay than to acquire by war, but they all 
recognize the probability of the Spanish 
daring to consent. 

Money Market Made Uneasy. 

The feeling in the money market 1s that fr 
war is inevitable much gold will probably 
go to New York and money therefore will 
become dearer. ‘he markets are uneasy 
at the danger that a large amount of evld 
may be withdrawn from the Bank of Elig- 
land, whose reserve is already low. 

In the meantime Madrid is deluged with 
sensational journalism, Canard is piled on 
canard, to be denied in the next edition and 
eventually aband@gned in favor of fresh 
excitement. The jingo tirades of the Im- 
parcial and papers of its class are keeping 
the nation amused, thus distracting atten- 
tion from the approaching elections, at 
which the government anticipates the Lb- 
erals will capture 80 per cent of the seats.

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THERE'LL BE WAR 
Uaantmons Conviction Is That Spain and 
Daited States Must Fight. 
SAGASTA SENDS A NOTE 


Opinion Prevails That America Ig Not 
Trying To Prevent Trouble. 


PRIVATEERS WILL BE FITTED OUT 


Kaiser’s People Think That Spain, Will 
Be Wiped Off the Map of 
Europe. 


Berlin, March 12.~The @erman press this 
week has given utterance to the unanimous 
conviction that war between the United 
States and Spain is probable, although it 
is believed here the latter country will do 
everything to avoid it. 

In diplomatic circles it 1s said Spain 
during the past week sent a circular note 
to the cabinets of Europe to the effect that 
the Spanish government hoped the rebellion 
in Cuba would be completely suppressed by 
April ist, adding that if foreign influences 
had not stimulated the insurgents and 


supported them with arms, men, money and 
ammunition, there would be ac the present 
moment no insurgents left. 

So far as the correspondent has been 
able to ascertain, the docuent has not 
elicited any replies. 

The opinion that the United States is not 
honestly attempting to preserve peace, but 
is seeking te keep the war puriy in control 
is widely disseminated in Germany, an 
finds ready credence, not only in the news- 
papers, but in official and diplomatic cir- 
cles. One newspaper interviewed the 
United States ambassador, Andrew D. 
White, and printed his opinion that the 
majority of the Americans are anxious to 
Maintain peace. But the newspaper added 
that Mr. White’s opinion was not sup- 
ported by facts, saying that the vote of 
congress Was unanimously regarded as a 
clear indication to tthe end that war is 
coming, and that the Americans want it. 


Will Be a War of Piracy. 


Several papers predict that in the event 
of hostilities Spain will disappear from the 
map of the European powers, after a fierce 
“war of piracy,” both countries not being 
Signatories of the anti-privateer conven- 
tion of Paris. 

It is well known in diplomatic circles 
that Senator Sandoval, the Spanish mili- 
tary agent in Germany, Austria and Scane- 
dinavia, who returned to Berlin on Wednes- 
day evening from a trip, after having made 
three conditional purchases of coasting 
steamers at Fiume and two at Polo, with 
Other Spanish representatives, has been 
purchasing outright or conditionally muni- 
tions and vessels for use against American 
trade. Senor Sandoval, in addition to the 
purchases referred to, which are intended 
for the privateer service, has placed orders 
with the Krupp Gun Company during the 
last six weeks, and has also appointed a 
sub-agent at Trieste to see what he can 
pick up. The Spanish agent is now at Ham- 
burg or Stettin negotiating for several 
cannon and torpedo boats built partly for 
China and partly on speculation by the 
Vulean yards. He intends to visit the 
Schichau yards and the yards of the Elbing 
for the same purpose. 

During the course of an interview on 
Thursday, Colonel Reinlein @e Seauera, 
the Spzenish military attache here. said he 
was confident the misunderstanding ‘‘would 
disappear,’’ adding: 


Says There Will Be No War. 


“It might, however, be well for Amer- 
cans to know that Spain is not defenseless 
and that it will cost much blood and more 
Inoney to conquer or defeat us, 

“So s00n as war is declared, a large and 
well-equipped fleet of privateers wil im- 
mediately begin hostilities against the 
great American commerce. Spain has not 
remained idle since the first misunder- 
standing. Ninety good steamers lie in the 
harbors of Barcelona and Valencia ready 
to sail and do execution, and we have 
friends, powerful ones, who will assist us, 
if not with men, with money; but I, in 
conm‘mcn with the Spanish government, 
trust peace will be preserved.” 


The decennial of William I was general, 
ly commemorated at Berlin on Wednes- 
day. The national monument was innum- 
erably wreathed, many ladies and chil- 
dren depositing floral offerings. 

Dead Emperor’s Room in Mourning. 


The room in which the empéror died and 
the door leading to it were draped in 
mourning, and the imperial mausoleum at 
Charlottenburg vas decorated with 
wreaths, one of which was sent by the 
officials of the United States embassy. 
Emperor William visited the mausoleum 
on Wednesday and prayed both there and 
at the bedside of the deceased at William 
I’s palace. The military veterans held a 
mcmorial celebration at Emperor Will'am 
Memorial church, which was attended by 
the emperor and 120 general officers. 

The latest developments show that it {ts 
now uncertain whether the naval) bill will 
pass the reichstag in a shape which will 
satisfy the government. The difficulty lies 
in the fact that the centrists insist upon 
incorporating in it a provision to the effect 
that in case a new taxis necessary to carry 
out the scheme, it will all be levied upon 
only the wealthier portion of the popula- 
tion. The government ts unwilling to bind 
itself to such a bargain, as it might cost 
many votes at the coming election. 

The protests of the United States em- 
bassy against the unfair enfurcement 
of the bundesrath decree against Ameri- 
can fruits has resulted in special instruc- 
tions being issued to the customs officers 
so that no further complaints are aris- 
ing.

Mr. Bryan opened his address by refer- 
ence to the words of Senator Ben Hill: 
‘Who saves his country saves Limself, 
saves all things, and all things eaved do 
bless him; who lets his country die, lets 
all things die, dies himself ignobly erd 
all things dying curse him” That, de- 
clared Mr. Bryan, had always been his 

otto. 

"He lala down as the fundamental prin- 
ciple of government the democratic max- 

im, “Bqual rights to all and special priv- 
jieges to none.” He declared that demo- 
cratio sentiment is on the increase in Amer- 
ica, and that there was no question before 
the American people of an economic nature 
that could not be solved by the application 
of that principle. 

When Mr. Bryan declared that the 
amount of stealing by law far exceeds all 
the stealing done by private individuals, 
he met with a round of applause from 
the audience. 

He then pald his attention to the income 
tax question and referred pointedly to the 
action of the supreme court in declar‘ng it 
unconstitutional. He declared that we have 
a right to hope that a future court will 
have the courage to go back to the prece- 
dent set by the supreme court for one hun- 
dred years on this question. 

Along this line Mr. Bryan declared that 
this very decision bore directly on the 
Spanish-American situation. That under 
its provisions in case of war our imports 
will be decreased, our revenues cut down 
when we need them most, and when the 
nation drafts its citizens to go to the flront 
to defend her honor, she will find herself 
powerless to make those who ought to 
contribute do their duty when the nation 
is imperiled. 

‘ Then rising to the full height of an ora- 
tofical climax, Mr. Bryan said: “I fully ex- 
pect to see the day when the constitution 
of the United States will expressly deciare 
the income tax to be constitutional and 
put it beyond the power of every supreme 
court to thwart the measure of right and 
justice.” 

Mr. Bryan then went for the trusts end 
monopolies in great shape, after which he 
went into a discussion of the money qué€s- 
tion. His arraignment of the republican 
party and the gold bugs in general was 
complete and unanswerable. 

At the conclusion of the address Mr. Bry- 
an held a reception at the library building, 
where hundreds passed by and shook rands 
With him. 

This evening at 6 o’clock Mr. John W. 
Welch, one of Athens’ most popular and 
Progressive young men, entertained Mr. 
Bryan at an elegant dining, which was 
one of the most enjoyable affairs of the 
Season In Athens.

The girl refused to favor either of the 
young men over the other, and they met 
one day last week and In the engagement 
which followed both sustained black eyes. 
They met last night and agreed to fight to 
a finish according to London rules, the 
winner to take the girl William Banen 
was chosen referee. 

Metcalfe was seconded by a professional 
jockey, but Woods had a colored pugilist. 

The first three rounds of the fight were 
vicious to a degree, the referee receiving 
séveral punches himself !n trying to sepa- 
rate the fighters. They came up for the 
fourth round with Metcalfe groggy. Woods 
saw his advantage and pushed it. 

Then 2 keen idea took possession of Met- 
calfe’s brain. He would drop, be hit and 
thus win on a foul. He dropped, but he 
had mistaken his man. Woods promptly 
a@ropped on top of him and started.to work 
with both hands. The ring was broken 
and a free fight was imminent before the 
referee gave Jhis decision to Metcalfe on 
a foul. Both men were bloody and now 
Metcalfe’s engagement to the girl in the 
case is expected to be announced. 


THE RIGHT OF AN ILLEGITIMATE 


An Interesting Case Under Argument 
Before Judge Falligant. 
Savannah, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Ths 
question as to whether an illegitimate child 
can inherit property from its mother, when 
not specially mentioned, was argued before 
Judge Robert Falligant in the superior 
court today, in the case of Florence Bar- 
clay Johnstone, against C. C. Taliaferro, 
trustee, in which the plaintiff seeks to 
break a trust deed made in 1874 by Mary 
Marshall for the benefit of the children of 
Mrs. C. C. Taliaferro, formerly Marshall. 
The argument came up on a demurrer to 
the petition claiming that when the term 
“child or children’? was written by Mary 
Marshall, and that under the law today, it 
means only legitimate children. The case 
was argued for young Johnstone, who 
claims to be an Itillegitimate child of Mrs. 
Taliaferro’s, by Mr. Burton Smith, of At- 
lanta, and Messrs. Mercer & Mercer, of Sa- 
vannah, while on the other side appeared 
Hon F.. G. duBignon and Mr. J. R. Saussy. 
The contention of the defense was that-in 
nowise could the term “child or children” 


be construed to include illegitimate children | 


and the supreme court decisions of New 
York and Georgia were quoted to sustain 
that view. 

The attorneys for Johnstone held that 
there is a special statute in Georgia, passed 
in 1856, under which an fllegi'timate child 
is allowed to share equally with other chil- 
dren in the mother’s estate. This law was 
passed long before the trust deed was made 
in 1874, and it was argued therefore that the 
deed was made subject to the laws of Geor- 
gia at that time. 

Judge Falligant reserved his deciston. 

In view of the prominence of the parties 
involved the case is attracting much at- 
tention. Mr. Taliaferro is a member of the 
legislature in Virginia, and the people in 
his section are watching its every develop- 
ment. 


The Faith Cure Doctor Loses. 


Savannah, Ga., March 12.—(Spectial.)—In 
The suit of R. S. Keene, a preacher and 
faith cure doctor, of Glynn county, against 
the Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
for $20,000 damages for personal injuries, 
was decided in the United States court to- 
day in ‘the defendant's favor. It was shown 
that he was drinking at the time and he 
admitted that he had a flask of brandy with 
him, though he said he was using it on his 
face for the rheumatism. He claimed that 
he was thrown suddenly from a passenger 
train, when, as a matter of fact, it was 
shown he was trying to board a freight 
train that did mot carry passeng@grs. 


Burned to Death. 


Clayton, Ga., March 12.—(Specital.)—Mrs. 
Nancy Thomas, a respectable widow re- 
siding on Tallulah river, about ten miles 
west of this place, was burned to death 
while firing the woods for the purpose of 
improving the cattle range. She went out 
about 1 o'clock, Quring the absence of her 
son James Fuller, with whom she resided. 
Her absence on Mr. Fuller’s return at sun- 
down excited his fears and upon making 
search found her lifeless body at the foot 
of the mountain, where it is supposed to 
have rolled from the precipice top above. 
Her clothing had been entirely burnt from 
her charred body. She was sixty-five years 
old and highly respected. The funeral 
service will occur today.

Weavers Alone Are Preventing a Settle- 
ment of the Trouble. 


DIVISION ALMOST CERTAIN 


| Orders Issued by Gompers May Cause 


Men To Return To Work. 


GREAT FAVORITISM IS SAID TO BE SHOWN 


Soup Houses Are No Longer Being 
Supplied and Starvation Faces 
the Idlers. 


New Bedford, Mass., March 12.—It was 
fully expected that the end of 
this, the eighth week of the big 
strike now on in this city, would see an 
end of the present difficulties; but the strike 


~ $s still on, and simply, many think, because 


the weavers will not come to any terms 
with the manufacturers on the fines ques- 
tion. 

‘This practical blocking of the end of the 
strike has caused bitter feeling among the 
strikers outside of the weavers and many 
union members threaten to withdraw from 
the strike councils and let the weavers Aght 
their own battle. Some change is sure to 
take place in the strike situation within 
a few days. 

Samuel Gompers has given the American 
Federation of Labor unions orders to ad- 
vance all money collected to the national 
secretary of the textile workers instead 
of to the strike council of this city. This 
probabiy means that the money collected 
by outside unions will be given exclusively 
to local unions affiliated with the American 
federation. Accordingly, those unions 
which will be deprived of etrike money 
threaten to withdraw fro mthe strike coun- 
cil unless Mr. Gompers retracts his orders. 

Another danger threatens the striking 
operatives who depend upon the soup 
houses for daily food. With a change in 
sympathy exhibited by the public toward 
the strikers, the donations of supplies to 
enable.these soup houses to furnish food 
free continue to decrease and the managers 
fear they will have to discontinue the free 
distribution.

BRYAN: SPEAKS AT ABBEVILLE. 


Democratic Leader Given a Great Ova- 
tion by Loyal Carolinians. 

Abbeville, S. C., March 12.—(Spectal.)— 
The Hon. Willlam J. Bryan came here 
from Due West, twelve miles distant, this 
morning at 10 o'clock. A large party com- 
posed of the city’s representative citizens, 
met him a few, miles out and escarted him 
to town. 

The Abbeville volunteers, forty strong, 
met the party at the outskirts of the city 
and escorted the distinguished orator to 
the courthouse, The boys looked superb 
in their handsome new uniforms and at the 
conclusion of Mr. Bryan’s speech escorted 
him to the Seaboard yestibuled train, which 
he took at 11 o'clock for Athens, Ga 

An immense concourse of enthusiastic 
democrats from all sections of the country 
greeted this foremost Americayg statesman 
and cheered him to the echg time and 
again during the delivery of his clear and 
masterful speech. 

(Mr. Bryan spoke from the courthouse 
portico and was introduced by General R. 

He referred 
in most pleasant terms to this historic 
town and said he had@ heard of Abbeville 
all his life as the home of one of the fore- 
most and ablest of American statesmen, 
John C. Calhoun, and expressed his grati- 
fication at meeting the people of the coun- 
ty which had furnished such a grand 
man.

THREE BOYS ON EACH SIDE. 


They Rolled Upon Each Other on the 
Floor and One Was Killed. 


Néwnan, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—In 
the superior court before Judge 5. W. Har- 
ris yesterday evening Jim Smith, charged 
with murder, was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter. The defendant was repre- 
sented by Hon. H. A. Hall, who at once 
entered a motion for a new trial. Robert 
Smith, Joe Smith and Nim Argo, who had 
been charged with being accessories, were 
given their liberty withvuut a trial. 

The evidence showed that on last Christ- 
mas eve at Sargents, a station six miles 
from here on the Central railroad, a row 
occurred in a store, Which was participated 
in by three Smith boys and three Gable 
boys, besides, several friends of each party 
took a hand. While there was a good 
crowd of bystanders at the time, none of 
them could give an accurate account of 
what actually took place, so fast and furi- 
ous was the fight. Several of the partici- 
pants had been down to Newnan that day 
and took on stimulants @nough to make 
them exceedingly active and aggressive. 
Witnesses told how. for a brief season, 
there was a pile of men On the floor, while 
knotty sticks, ax-handles and scantlings 
filled the air.

SAYS HE WILL MAKE A CLEAN RACE 


Will Fight to the End and Fully Ex/¥ 


pects To Win—What Mr. 
Woodward Says.

S stated in The Constitution several 
weeks ago, Alderman James G. Wood- 
ward will make the race for mayor 


against Captain. English. He made his 
formal announcement yesterday, giving his 
platform in full, and paying his respects 
in unmistakable terms to his opponent. 

The race promises to be one of the warm- 
est ever known in municipal politics, Cap- 
tain English and Mr. Woodward differ 
widely in their views. 

Mr. Woodward declares in his announce- 
ment he will fight political factionism and 
bossism, and will be governed by no ring 
Or clique. He takes issue with Captain 
English on the tax exemption question, and 
Says his campaign will be clean and devoid 
of mud slinging. Mr. Woodward has repre- 
sented his ward in council one term, and 
has been a member of the aldermanic board 
two years. 

‘The toilowing is his announcement: 

“tL ami in the race tor mayor. i consider 
it entirely premature to ve surring upa 
poliucaul campaign tnis early ian we year, 
Dut Caplain tunglisn ‘pubiushed nis an- 
MounceWent on the oth of January—eleven 
months betore the reguiar eiecuon. ‘The 
whole Matter should have been postponed 
for eight or ten months, but on account 
of his announcement, and from the fact 
that 1 have peen sp@ken to so orten by my 
friends who insist that I emter tne race, [ 
have at last made up my mind to answer 
tne question: ‘Are you going to ve in the 
mayor's race?’ 

“1 am in the race to a finish. That means 
until the last vote is polled and counted. 

“1 leave my pasi record as an example 
of what my administration will be, if the 
people of Atlanta honor me with their con- 
ndence. [ have no schemes of my own to 
further, and would not lend my aid in car- 
rying out the schemes of other people that 
wouid not prove generally benenciai to the 
entire city. Il am unalterably against fac- 
tionalism, fanaticism, or bossism. Atlanta 
is getting to be too much of a city, and her 
interests are too varied to tolerate and one 
of those three elements longer. Asto when 
the primary election shall be called I have 
no special choice. I am ready at any time. 

Cure not whether the election is next 
week, next month, or later. I believe that, 
so long as the matter is being agitated thus 
early, that an election should be called 
earlier than usual—say some time in May— 
and-the matter settled. I do not think the 
people want to be troubled with political 
matters all through the: year. 

“The broad platform of Atlanta, and for 
the enlarging of the manufacturing industry 
of Atlanta, is one that every true citizen 
of Atlanta will readily stand upon. But 
my first impression is that we should en- 
courage the different manufactories that 
we have already established with us as 
well as getting new ones. 

“It is merely an attempt to catch votes 
to say that all new manufactories should 
be entirely exempt from ad’ valorem tax 
so long as the present constitution of Geor- 
gia is in foree. Under it there is only a 
certain class of church and charitable 
property exempt from taxation, and to go 
further and exempt any other class of prop- 
erty from an ad valorem tax would be to 
put the citv in the position that she could 
not collect taxes from other people if they 
Saw fit to resist such.collection by law. 

“The city government of Atlanta has not 
the right to say that she will place an ad 
valorem tax on one class of property and 
entirely exempt another élass, and neither 
is it right or equitable that such a state 
of affairs should exist. I believe that there 
should be an ad valorem tax assessed upon 
all property—the manufacturing plant as 
well as upon the merchant’s stock of goods, 
the real estate or any other property. It ig 
right and just that all should bear a part 
of the burden of government. 

“There is a legal and proper way to en- 
courage our home manufacturers and eor- 
porations. and thereby assist them to make 
a reasocrable profit upon their investment 
and to pay good wages to their employees, 
andthat is by a nominal assessment of val- 
ues. If we show a liberal disposition to our 
niready established home enterprises it will 
be an inducement for others to come to 
Atlanta, expecting liberal and fair trent- 
ment. But fit is not fair or right to tax one 
and allow another to go free of paying a 
fair share of keeping up the city govern- 
ment. I believe in an equal and just recog- 
nition of every interest in thé city and spe- 
cial privileges to nome. At the same time 
I will heartily favor a constitutional 
amendment that will give cities the right 
to manage this matter for themselves, and 
then, when we have the constitutional 


right, we can do as our combined wisdom | 


will suggest. 

“During the campaign I shall endeavor 
to show what interest has been shown by 
my opponent in the way of erecting manu- 
factories in Atlanta for the past twenty 
vears. That he has had only one manu- 
factory of any prominence—the Chattahoo- 
chee convict brickyvard—and that he has 
helped to kill a great manv little brick 
manufactories that were giving employ- 
ment to Atlanta people, and helping 
to enrich Atlanta merchants. I will show 
by the records of the city government that 
the city of Atlanta and its people had to 
pay from 20 to 40 per cent more for brick 
material prior to 1889, when the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company had a monopoly of 
the business. 

“Tt must be borne in mind In making 
these comparisons that the Chattahoochee 
company was using the cheapest kind of 
convict labor. Neither the merchant nor 
house owners of Atlanta have reaped 
any benefits from that manufactory. I 
shall show what departments of the city 
of Atlanta have erected large buildings, 
and of what material, and what influence 
any member of those departments might 
exert over contractors to use certain ma- 
terial. 

“A gentleman who has held from one 
to three positions at a time in the city 
government for nearly twenty years past 
has certainly made some kind of a public 
record. That record belongs to the public, 
and I shall take the liberty. when occa- 
sion offers, to use fit. A man’s indorse- 
ment of people for public position {s a mat- 
ter that affects the people, and such act 
{is therefore public property. 

‘"T shall make a clean, clear-cut cam- 
paign, avoiding anything that has the ap- 

earance of mudslinging. 

‘My record as councilman and alderman 
is’ well known by all of our people. I was 
their servant they have the right to 
criticise my public acts, and TI invite hon- 
est criticism. T have served on committees 
covering nearly every important depart- 
ment of the city government, and I feel 
satisfied that that knewledge would enable 
me to give the city an economical, honest 
and faithful administration should the peo- 
pie of Atlanta deem {ft proper to confer that 
honor upon me.”

Sagasta Government Has Only To As- 
sure Cuba Self Government, 


PLAN OUTLINED IN A PRESS INTERVIEW 


— ——— 


America Does Not Court a Conflict 
with Spaniards, but Will Be 
Ready To Accept Battle. 

By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 12.—(Special.)\—A wild 
rumor that the Montgomery had met the 
fate of the Maine was set afloat this morn- 
ing, evidently for the purpose of affecting 
gtock exchanges, and it succeeded in doing 
that as well as in scaring up considerable 
excitement throughout Washington before 
tt was run to earth. 

With this exception the day has been un- 
usually quiet. 

The visit of the Spanish minister to the 
president with its accompanying exchange 
of greetings was watched with great in- 
terest because of the importance in this 
crisis of what might be said by both the 
representative of Spain and the chief exec- 
utive of this nation. 

Both the speech of the new minis- 
ter and the response of the president 
give evidence of careful preparation. 
There was talk of peace and friendship 
on both sides and nothing else which 
could be construed as having a bear- 
ing upon the present difficulty. 

There seems to be no foundation whatev- 
er for the statement which has been s0 
often made during the past few days that 
the president has determined upon) decisive 
action early In the coming week. The fact 
of the matter is the president has no defi- 
nite policy. He will do nothing until he 
gets the formal report from the Maine 
disaster and perhaps that will not be for 
a week or ten days yet. 

Just what he will do then he has not d-- 
termined. He is still for peace. He is still 
of the opinion that we should do nothing 
which will not have the strong moral 
support of the nations of Europe. He is op- 
posed to the annexation of Cuba, As he 
sees ft mow he is inclined to oppose the 
proposition for this government to guaran- 
tee the obligations which the Cuban repub- 
lic would assume in any purchase of Nber- 
ty from Spain. That song is being persist- 
ently sung into his ears by some of those 
who are very close to him and who see 
something in it for themselves, but as it 
sands now his personal inclinations are 
egainst it, fearing the consequences of the 


future, 
Believes in Blanco. 


The president believes that under 
Blanco genuine efforts are being made 
to relieve the distress of the CiSans 
and that there is a tendency of a better 
condition of affairs than there was 
under Weyler. 

The anonymous interview which the As- 
sociated Press carried last night shows 
clearly the trend of the administration to- 
ward a pacific settlement of those troubles. 
80 far as the Maine goes the feeler thrown 
out in that interview is of the necessity 
of submitting to arbitration if that is sug- 
gested by Spain. The whole trend of the 
Other portion of the article is toward a 
really practical autonomy for Cuba, All 
of this is very significant because there is 
ho doubt that the interview in question was 
given out from the whité house or by some- 
body who reflects the ideas of the presi- 
dent. 

The Associated Press never carries an 
enonymous interview unless it is inspired 
from a very high source. 

It is most likely that the burden of decis- 
fon of this whole matter rests with Spain. 

If Spain is honest in her desire for 
peace she can have it, and that, too, 
without the loss of Cuba. 


The great cry for Cuban freedom which 
Went up from republican lips immediately 
efter the president declined to recall Gen- 
eral Lee seems to have died out entirely. 


All efforts of the administration are 
now toward the education of the coun- 
try on the great cost of a war. 

In the meantime, however, there is no 
Cessation of this preparation for trouble. 
There is activity in every branch of both 
the army and the navy. The creation of a 
new department of the gulf and the changes 
in the military map of the country which 
it makes, were widely discussed today and 
Atlanta was suddenly elevated in the eyes 
of oficial Washington to a place of great 
importance. 

All day the different divisions of the war 
department were engaged in arranging 
details of changes which will be made nec- 
“sary under the new order of things. 
The department has in course of prepara- 
ion a plan for a new distribution of the 
ermy which will, it is believed, add to the 
already great importance of the new head- 
Warters of the new department of the gulf. 

Then, too, there is no doubt that the de- 
vertment js working out the details for 
the mobil'zation of large Jand forces at 
Atlanta should the war stage be reached. 


This is ,of course, an emergency measure

and is very closely guarded by those who 
have it in hand. 

The details of defense for the coast will 
be passed upon by the fortifications board 
which meets on the 15th,

New York, March l1.—The professional 
traders were sumewhat astonished at the 
effects they achieved in prices today.

The 
market itself wes se weak when these 
prices were reacned that the orders were 
withdrawn. Otherwise ihere was nothing to 
relieve the unvarying depression which pre- 
Vailed throughvout tne whole list of stocks 
and woncs.

St. Paul suffered 
very acutely, probably on the uncovering 
of margins on recent speculative buying, 
and was off at one time 4% per cent.

The total sales in the two hours’ trading 
—323,30—was Well up to the average of a 
full day’s business for the week, exclusive 
of Monday, and blocks of several thousand 
Shares were frequently offered. Part of 
these offerings were speculative holdings 
dislodged by the exhausted margins, but 
there can be no dowbt that sales of in- 
vestment holdings such as are not influ- 
enced at all by the relative movement of 
prices, are beginning to absorb the increas- 
ing portion of the business on the stock 
exchange. There was no specific item of 
the day's news that can be pointed to to 
account for the demoralization of the mar- 
kea. It was caused rather by the general 
conviction tfat the reports of the Maine 
board of inquiry and a statement of the 
further policy of the government toward 
Cuba are imminent, and the unwillingness 
of operators to carry open contracts over 
Sunday. The weekly bank statement shows 
that the gold imports received for the 
week have not been sufficient to offset the 
continued withdrawal to the interior, 
that the cash holdings show a net decrease 
of $736,700.

most as much causes of alarm as the re- 
lations between the United States and 
Spain. So acute was the resulting depres- 
6ion that so important an incident as the 
supreme court decision in the Nebraska 
maximum freight rate case in favor of the 
railroads was almost entirely disregarded, 
although it has been eagerly looked for 
each Monday since last year. Spain's 
prompt disavowa] any intention to de- 
Inand or even request General Lee’s recall, 
the satisfactory adjietment of the difficul- 
ty over sending prowWsions to Cuba jin war- 
Ship explosion and the passing by congress 
of the $50,000,000 defense fund were all quoted 
as evidence of the existing conditions in 
our relations with Spain. But that none of 
these had any deep seated effect was shown 
by the course of prices later in the week. 
The course of the exchange market and the 
continued influx of gold must be accepted 
a@iso as additional evidence of preparations 
for emergencies. There has been no inter- 
ruption to the engagements of gold for ex- 
port, which now have reached a total of 
considerably. over $16,000,000.

Local Review. 

Gr’'m war has played its part In finan- 
cla] affairs t past fortnight, a hard- 
ening tendency in money and lower prices 
for government securities resulting. 

Only extremely timid people luve feared 
actual hostilities, and yet there have been 
atenings such nature as to put the 
business interest on the watch to the extent 
that trade has been drawn down to con- 
servative lines. When the situation wags 
made critical by the destruction of the 
battleship Maine the investment demand 
which had almost unprecedented in 
activity suddenly called a halt, a wild 
scramble to unioad speculative holdings 
took place and for a few days prices on 
the exchanges fluctuated Violently. The 
decline in this class of securi.ies caused 
a sympathetic drop in quotations for sta- 
bie investments, except state and ,nunicl- 
pal bonds. ‘These have not only held their 
own, but are commanding prices today 
fractionaNy higher than when the trouble 
began. 

<7overnment bonds dechNned first, because 
actual War would mean an increase in the 
public debt of probably hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, and second because it» was 
reported some ten days ago that an issue 
of $50,000,000 of new bonds for war purpos- 
es would be immediately made. This story 
proved untrue, but holders of governments 
had received a shock, muny of them threw 
their securities on the market, and as those 
who had confidence enough to buy were 
looking for bargains, they held aloof until 
the recession in prices had reacned an 
attractive point. Purchases then began and 
for the past week quotations have advanced 
slightly each day. 

Stocks have also displayed some strength 
during the week and traders huve been 
more confident in their transactions than 
they were in the previous week. 

Interest rates on time loans have been 
marked up in the centers, not because of 
a scarcity of money, but for the reason that 
lenders took advantage of the situation to 
increase their protits. Recent importations 
of gold exceed $10,v00,000, and if ccenditions 
make it desirable more will follow. 

To sum up the situation as presented 
to me, there is no sufficient cause for de- 
moralization nor hysterics. If ‘he worst 
shouid be realized, Spain, without the aid 
of other nations, could not continue the 
contest long nor could she materially in- 
jure our country. While hostilities cen- 
tinued many industrial plants which have 
been either running on short time «r alto- 
gether idle would go into active operation. 
again, and men out of a job for a long 
time would find steady and remunerative 
employment. 

Down south trade conditions are not suf- 
fering, money is fairly plentiful, establish- 
ed securities are firmly heid, buyers are 
more plentiful than sellers and there are 
many reasons why we should be content. 

Speaking locally, security wusiness has 
not been affected by the war talk. There 
are morte orders on brokers’ books than 
can be filt®d at acceptable prices und un- 
less conditi¢as change materially bLuyers 
will heave to await the coming out of new 
securities, pay higher prices tnan they have 
contemplated or ‘seek other fields for in- 
vestments.

WHEAT EASED OFF SHARPLY 


Steadiness in May Had Good Effect, 
Shorts Coverei and There Was 
Partial Recovery. 


Chicago, March 12.—The break in Wall 
street made “another bad quarter of an 
hour” in wheat today, causing July to 
‘break about 2c. There was another strus- 
gle in May between the Leiter and Armour 
interests, but Leiter managed to maintaip 
the former price. Leiter applied to the di- 
rectors for a marginal price on May wheat, 
which tended to relieve the tention toward 
the close. The day’s decline in July Was 
ly%c. Everything eise on the floor snowed 
weakness, especially provisions, declines 
of Tiec@%e being recarded in that market. 
Corn ciosed a shade lower and oats lost 
%@ Sac. 

Wheat started as if a rally after the 
weakness of yesterday were to take piace. 
Holders were encouraged by the steadiness 
shown by foreign markets, especially Liver- 
pool, in the face of yesterday’s tumble in 
prices. It was also known that Leiter had 
placed additional shipping orders of nearly 
1&),000 bushels. Offerings at first were in 
comparatively nominal volume, while quite 
a good seattered demand was apparent. 
Bids were made for July at the opening at 
S8le@8S%ec. This was %c over yesterday's 
closing price, and the buying demand was 
good enough to add another small fraction 
to the price in a short time. The market 
held fairly steady for some time at’ around 
the price, but finally the weakness in W all 
street, giving rise to apprehensions of liqul- 
dation in everything else, brought longs In- 
to the market to unload. It also resulted 
in an almost tota] cutting off of support, 
and professional shorts taking advantage 
of that fact hammered the price down 
rapidly. For about fifteen minutes the mar- 
ket was exceptionally weak, July selling 
down without a stop to 8%c, a break of 
2%c from the high point. The decline 
brought a good many stop orders, and con- 
siderable selling was also done through 
fear of another attack on May by the big 
bears. In this, however, holders were 
agreeably disappointed. Plenty of May 
was offered, but there was nothing like 
the concerted attempt to break the market 
which took place yesterday, and Leiter's 
brokers had comparatively little difficulty 
in keeping the price at $1.04. Another in- 
fluential factor was the New York bank 
statement. The market, after getting down 
to 86%c for July, gradually grew quieter. 
The steadiness of May had a good effect 
on the nerves of the July holders, and 
brought some of the early Sellers back. 
Shorts who had big profits on the break 
also covered freelv, and the price gradual- 
ly crept back to 86%c. Then for some time 
almost a holiday dullness prevailed with 
fluctuations infrequent and narrow. 

A good deal of excitement was caysed by 
a formal application by Leiter to the di- 
rectors for a marginal price on May, which 
was done, he said, in order to rejlieve tne 
tension. This action had a fxuvorable ef- 
fect on the market and resulted in a fur- 
ther advance in July, that delivery finally 
getting up to 874@s7%c, where it closed.

Charges of immorality have been pre 
ferred against Dr. Joel T. Gibson, and the 
committee appointed from the South At- 
janta district to investigate has reported 
that @ trial is necessary to establish the 
innocénce of the minister. 

Dr. Gibson has for some time been pastor 
of the Walker Street Methodist church, 
put Friday he was relieved of the pastor- 
ete. He is suspended, and if he desires to 
continue in the ministry of the Methodist 
church he must face a trial at the next 
annual session of the North Georgia con- 
ference. 

Previous to the @ecision of the commit- 
tee Dr. Gibson tendered his resignation as 
pastor of Walker Street church, and al- 
though his credentials are in the hands of 
Rev. W. P. Lovejoy, presi@ing elder of the 
South Atlanta district, his resignation has 
not been accepted. 

The action of the committee fn recom- 
mending that Dr. Gibson be place@ on 
trial on the charge of immorality is said 
to be based on a letter alleged to have 
been given Dr. Lovejoy by the husband 
of the lady to whom it is said to have 
been directed. Although no name is signed 
to the letter, the committee believes, it 
gays, that the hand@writing is that of Dr. 
Gibson. 

‘The lady to whom this letter ts said to 
have been directed is the wife of a promi- 
nent minister of this city, but her name 
4s not disclosed and the members of the 
commities appointed to investigate the 
charges refuse to divulge her name. ; 

When Dr. Gibson was a young man nine- 
teen yeafs of age he is said to have visit- 
ea Dr. Smith, a minister of the gospel then 
well known in Cartersville. Dr. Smith 
died some time after and Dr. Gibson mar- 
tied his widow, who was at the time about 
thirty-one years of age. This is his pres- 
ent wife ang despite the difference in their 
ages their married life has been happy. 
later Dr. Gibson entered the ministry, 
When he was appointed pastor of Walker 
Street church the members of that organe 
ation congratulated themselves and ten- 
dered him a reception of welcome. 


Dr. Gibson Demands His Salary.

on this evidence he was suspended. It 
Was thought at first that the lady after 
receiving the letter gave it to her husband 
to investigate, but it is now announced on 
g00d authority that the lady concealed the 


letter in her trunk, where it was found 


by her husband. 

Dr. Gibson was notified that the letter 
Was in the possession of Dr. Lovejoy last 
Wednesday, two days after receiving his 
salery in full and one day after tendering 
his resignation. Wednesday night he re- 
celved a telegram from his stepson, - in- 
forming him that his wife was dying. Dr. 
Gibson boarded thé next train for Rome, 
where his wife is at present, and he did 
not return to the city until last night. 

The session of the committee appointed 
by Dr. Lovejoy to investigate the charges 
was held Friday morning in the study of 
the pastor of Trinity church. At this 
meeting Dr. Lovejoy presided, and after 
the evidence had been heard it was de- 
cided to suspend Dr. Gibson until he could 
be given a trial at the next session of the 
North Georgia conference. 

Dr. Lovejoy, when seen yesterday, re- 
fused to divulge the name of the lady, and@ 
also refused to make any statement ex- 
cept to the effect that Dr. Gibson had 
been suspended on the charge of immor- 
ality. Dr. Gibson stated to a representa- 
tive of The Constitution that the Metho- 
dist construction of the word “immorality” 
implied anything fré6m untruthfulnesa to 
stealing. 

Statement of a Church Member 

A prominent member of the Walker 
street church has made the following 
statement for publication: 

“This afternoon's Journal pubdlishes just 
enough of the trouble now on in Walker 
street church to make it mystifying and 
Wairrant suspicion, foolidh imaginations, 
etc., and {t is only just to the church to 
publish the fact that the letter Dr. Gibson, 
the pastor, wrote was to a lady, not a 
member of the church, but the wife of an- 
other preacher, and she had it in her 
trunk. Her husband, so it is said, in her 
absence, opened her trunk and found the 
letter, which is said to be an expression of 
much admiration for the brother preacher's 
wie. The woman who recéived the let- 
ter was not a member of Walker street 
church,”’ 


Statement of Dr. Gibson. 

Dr. Joel T. Gibson, the accused pastor, 
reached the city shortly after 7 o'clock 
last night from Rome. He was seen last 
night by a representative of The Constitu- 
tion at his study in the rear of Walker 
Street church. When asked far a state- 
ment, he said: 

“I have been having a good deal of trou- 
ble of late. Indeed, some of it goes back 
man? years, but that does not concern the 
public and has nothing to do with the pres- 
ent chargés., 

To begin with the incidents which were 
supposed to be connected with this invest- 
dgation I will mention the salary episode. 
I was greatly in need of money ‘with which 
to defray my expénses, and as the church 
owed me $106 on my back salary I was ad- 
vised by Dr. Charles Lane, who is a per- 
sonal friend of mine, to ask for it. I was 
unable to attend the stewards’ meeting, 
so Mr. Lane went for me, and stated my 
case to the stewards. He secured the ac- 
¢ceptance of the church for the amount, and 
I have received the money. So much for 
that incident. It had nothing to do with 
these charges or with my resignation. 

“On account of my troubles in the church 
I Wad determined to resign my charge here 
and enter some other calling for a time at 
least. I had about made up my mind and 
so did tender my resign&tion. 

“Dr. Lovejoy came to visit me the follow- 


ing morning and told me of the charges 
against my character, and talked with me 
I told him I would leave 
the matter entirely to him and the commit- 
tee, and if they found that the rumor need 


at some length.

surprised. I have tendered my resignation. 


say I will go before the conference and 
stand a trial. 
“I need not attend the conference if I do 


| not wish to do so. My mind is not fully 


made up on that point, but you,ymay rest 
assured that if by going before the con- 
ference committee I drag through the mire 
the name and character of some innocent 
woman, I shall refuse to stand a trial and 
be exonerated. I ask the public to suspend 
judgment in the case until the matter has 
been eettled finally, and I want it under- 
stood that no matter what may be the 
Outcome of the trial, no matter how my 
character is assailed I shall continue my 
efforts to live the life of a Christian and a 
gentleman.” 
Other Charges Against Him. 

Dr. Gibson is one among a number of 
others whose characters were arrested at 
the North Georgia conference last Novem- 
ber. Then, as now, the charge was im- 
morality. It was alleged that during the 
time he was presiding elder of the Rome 
district Dr. Gibson was found in a private 
room behind locked doors in a sanitarium 
at Rome with the wife of a minister as his 
companion. 

It was thought at the time that the 
charge would be proved, but the husband 
of the lady who was implicated in the al- 
leged offense testified that he was also in 
the room with his wife and Dr. Gibson. 
This made the charge ridiculous and Dr. 
Gibson wagg exonerated. It is said this 
same charge was made at the conference 
several years before, resulting at that time 
in an acquittal. 

Dr. Gibson was therefore acquitted twice 
of the same charge. 

Rev. W. P. Lovejoy, presiding elder of 
the South Atlanta district, will occupy the 
pulpit of the Walker street church this 
morning. It is announced, although not 
definitely, that Rev. R. V. Atkisson, for- 
merly of the Congregational church, will 
occupy the pulpit until the next session of 
the North Georgia conference.

Park Beard Decides at Last te Lecept 
Mr. Gress’s Gift. 


THE PAINTING TO BE REPAIRED’ 


Commission Will Spend $2,400 on the 
Work. 


CONCERTS AT THE PARK THIS SUMMER 


Committee Appointed To Contract 
with Musical Organizations 
To Furnish Music. 


HE park commissioners met at the 
vity hall yesterday afternoon ard 
passed a resolution recommending 


that the council accept the offer of Mr. G. 
VY. Gress, giving the cyclorama of the 
battle of Atlanta to the city. Although 
the offer was made something over a year 
ego, this is the first time the commission 
has decided to formally accept the gift. 
The matter has been delayed by the ina- 
bility of the commission and the counmel 
to decide whether the picture, which is in 
a bad condition at present, ig wvrih re- 
pairing to the extent of $2,500. 

The park board has had the matter up 
for consideration many months, and sev- 
€rai weeks ogo BPuilding Inspector Pitt- 
man Was instructed to examine the cyclo- 
rama building and report the estimated 
cust cf putting the structure in first-class 
condition. 

"Mr. Pittraan rendered his report yester- 
day afternoon. He stated it would cost 
about $900 to repair the roof, and together 
with the other necessary repairs, the total 
expei.se would be abcut $1,800 or $2,000. 

Chairman Haes has been investigating 
the condition of the painting, and while 
ft is scarcely recognizable in some places, 
the paint having been wern off by long ex- 
posure to the weather, he has concluded 
the picture is not beyond repair-and that 
it can be rut in first-class condition. He 
has received several bids from 
tists vho wish to repair the picture, and 
the work will cost in the neighborhood of 
$300 or $400, making a total expenditure of 
$2,400 to repair the cyclorama. 

A resolution deciding to do the work 
was uranimously adopted an@ a commit- 
tee, consisting of Mr. Haas, chairman, 
Messrs. Mitchel] and Burns, was appoint- 
ed to sOlicit: bids, and award the contract. 
The cyclorama will be made one of the 
handsomest in the country before the 
confederate veterans meet here in July. 
A small admission fee will be charged, 
and the city hopes to pay for the repairs 
in time in this way. 

Good Music at the Park. 


Commissioner Wey advocated giving two 
concerts a week at the park during the 
spring an? summer months on Sunday and 
Thursday afternoons. He stated the music 
would prove a great drawing card for the 
perk, that it would afford an excellent 
method of recreation for the people and 
that a contract could be made with some 
first-class musical organization at very 
little cost to the city, provided the electric 
roads leading to the park would pay their 
etare of the expense. 

Every member of the commission seem- 
ed | be heartily in favor of the plan, 
and there is little doubt that it will be ma- 
terialized. It is thought the additional 
Bums received from the park privileges on 
account of the music would more than pay 
for the band. There will of course be no 
charge for admission to the concerts and 
they will te of a very high order. A com- 
mittee will make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the music at once. 

Commissioner Wey also called attention 
to the condition of Spring Vale park in 
Inman Park, and the various o.iher simu 
parks throughout the city, which he says 
@re not being kept up as they should be. 
The board unanimously decided to detail 
as many men ag they needed to visit these 

arks every week, and see that they are 

ept in f -class condition. 

Commiss*oner Mitchell stated that the 
board should have supervision of the Gra- 
dy monument and Erskine memoria) foun- 
tain, which are suffering for the want of 
attention. The board agreed with him. 
Mr. Mitchell will introduce a resolution at 
the next session of council placing the 
monument and fountain undér the gsuper- 
vision of the board so that they may be 
properly attended to.

“running a few special weekly spring sales, 
an@ that thev will end itn June. Besides 
our sale of March 1l6th, we have hooked 
one for March 3th and one for April 18th: 
after that there may be one or two others 
but the dates have not been decided unon.”

man who lives simply because she has 
not succeeded in killing herself after 
making numerous efforts at self-destruc- 
tion. One time she swallowed glass and 
fell to the floor in agony; another time she 
took morphine and lingered for days in the 
uncertain crisis; another time she took 
laudanum and sent for the doctors. If 
fortuie had been as kind to her as nature, 
her station in life would have doubtless 
been far different, for she is beautiful. 
For years the newspapers have been ac- 
customed to print at almost regular inter- 
vals the story of an attempted sulcide of 
Dora Williams. When she first attempted 
to kill herself, the story was thrillingly 
written and was well dispayed under large 
black headlines, but gradually the length 
and display have been decreased, as the 
story, so often repeated, has become unin- 
teresting, unless it is for the reason that 
the attempts upon her life have become in- 
teresting as a mathematical proposition. 
But the story has lost its interest and 
thrill, save only to those who are eager 
to add and multiply figures and make es- 


To js the story of the life of a wo- 


timates of the number of lives some per- 
6o0ns are endowed with. 

Only last week this unfortunate woman, 
again wesry of life and its living, swaliow- 
ed morphine. The police knew what was 
the trouble, not that they were expert in 
the diagrosis of her symptoms, but they 
knew the woman's history. Her neighbors 
knew she had attempted suicide, although 
they only heard her grceans from across the 
hall. At the hospital her case was an- 
nounced by the ambulance surgeon @s @ 
case of suicide before an examination was 
made, because at the hcespital the wornan 
and her history were known. 

But with ell the suffering and the sor- 
row that has been multiplied into her life, 
Dora Williams said yesterday that she 
was glad that she was living. She looked 
out into the smile of the bright sunshine 
that beamed at her window: she caught the 
rong of the bird and breathed the first 
aroma of spring. 

“Yes, I am glad that I have never suc- 
ceeded in taking my life,’’ she said. ‘‘l have 
often wanted to die and have bent every 
energy and effort to the accomplishment 
of my death; sometimes I was disappointed 
at my failure to die, but now I am glad lI 
am alive and I have determined never to 
suicide.” 

The history of the life of Dora Williams 
has but one aide, and that is the dark side. 
Jt is a history that is recorded principally 
in the big books of the police sergeant and 
in the daily register of the hospital staff. 
But now she has decided that Atlanta has 
been eurfeited with her unsuccessful 6ui- 
cides and, yesterday she announced that 
@he would leave Atlanta forever “Monday 
morning. Wherever she goes her presence 
in town will be known, not by the pub- 
lished arrival, but through the police col- 
umns and the hospital reports. 

Wherever she goes and whatever may 
now be her determination to live she will 
Surely attempt suicide again. She said 
yesterday that she would never again do 
60, but she was deceived, for in the next 
sentence she gave the reasons that had 
always prompted her to act rashly, and 
those same reasons will no doubt continue 
to exist, 

In the study of the story of this woman’s 
life men of science would find a pleasant 
recreation. She says she has a horror of 
death, yet she cannot stay her hand when 
it holds the keen blade or the poisonous 
fluid. It is with her a-mania to die, yet 
Bhe would give worlds, she says, to escape 
the murder which she is about to do with 
her own hand. Weird and horrible is the 
description this woman gives of her acts. 
if she is despondent, she knows that she 
Will soon attempt suicide. Like the -.con- 
Ssumptive, who is warned of death by the 
cough, this woman receives the warning 
by the desire to live, accompanied by the 
determination to die. 

“I walked out in the vard one afternoon.” 
she says, ‘‘and saw several small pieces of 
glass on the ground. I was fearfully blue 
and depressed and there was a gnawing

NOTED WOMEN OF 
INTERNATIONAL 
PRESS LEAGUE. 


The story of the recent meeting of the 
Weman's National Press Association, 
which resulted in the organization being 
changed to one International emphasizes 
the fact that the success of women tin the 
profession of journalism is one of the re- 
markable incidents of the period. Whereas 
the American women have progressed more 
rapidly in the profession than have foreign 
women the delegates at the recent congress 
brought about the impressive fact that 
some of the most learned women of the day 
are those of the foreign press. Considering 
their number, their intellects aind the’ 
power they wield the press women of the 
world today are factors in every phase of 
development. They not only represent the 
interests of womankind, but they insplre, 
teach and encourage all thot {ts embodied in 
progress and all that tends to uplift and 
push forward feminine interests. 

Without detracting from the force of in- 
fluence of any organized body of women it 
is safe to say that without the assistance 
and sympathy of the women of the press, 
they could not boast their success in any 
undertakine. 

What they accomplish and the results 
thereof come under the appreciation of the 
press woman who forces the public to rec/ 
ognize what woman {s doing, and presents 
their achievements In a manner that sets 
them forth in the happiest light. 

Mrs, William King, editor of the woman’s 
department of The Weekly Constitution, 
has just returned from Washington, where 
she went as a delegate from Georgia to 
the Woman's National Press Association. 
She was the only delegate from Georgia, 
being sent by Mrs. Marie Louise Myrick 
to represent the Georgia Woman’s Press 
Club, and was one of three delegates from 
the far south, the second coming from 
Texas and the third from South Carolina. 

Mrs. King fs enthusiastic over the 
Strength of the meeting, and states that 
the hearty co-operation manifested by the 
foreign delegaes prompted the change of 
the national association to that of an in- 
ternational league, thereby inviting the 
representative press women of the world 
in mutual jnterests. A coup d'etat, accom- 
plished by the American press women was 
the arrangement by which it was decided 
that the annual meetings of the internation- 
al league will occur in Washington, thus 
bringing to this country regularly the dis- 


tinguushed newspaper women ddlegates 
from all countries. 


Notable Press Women. 


“I wish I could tell you of all the dts- 
Unguished women of the press I met,” 
62id Mrs. King, “for each and every one 
of them presents an interesting story of 
what women are doing in journalism. 
Among the women of international repu- 
tation as Fraulein Banford, who was the 
most conspicuous figure at the woman's 
Press congress in Berlin in 1896. 

“She writes foras many as sixty foreign 
publications, and her address delivered in 
German at the Berlin congress was print- 
ed in every language and published in 
eighty different newspapers. 

Mrs. King described Fraulein Banford as 
& woman of wonderfu] personal. magne- 
tism and unusual gimplicity of manner. 
Fhe met with distinguished honors from 
the diplomats of Wasnington. 

“A notably smart woman from. the 
€ast,’ resumed Mrs. King, ‘“‘was Miss 
Frances Graham Frehch, from Maine. She 
is one of the editors of The Woman's Jour- 
nal, and has a position in the bureau of 
education in Washington. She {is a cor- 
respondent for twenty foreign newspapers, 
writing in German, French, Italian and 
Spenish, as well as English. Miss French 
aud Mrs. Belva Lockwoo@ were gent by 
the United States government to repre- 
eent our interests at the congress of the 
World's Charities, held in Geneva’ two 
yeers ago. Miss French’s address read 
before that assemblage was widely pub- 
lished in American and foreign journals, 
and wen for her great distinction as a 
Fpeaker and writer. 

“Mrs. Mary M. North, as secretary of 
the internationai board, is a woman prom- 
inent and talented in journalism, and fs 
especially interested in the progress of 
southern women writers.”

publications, and is one of the happiest 
women I ever met.” 


‘Bright Papers ‘Read. 

The many bright papers read at the 
International League embodied as a rule 
reports of the various women’s press clubs 
throughout the country, the women of the 
west outnumbering in clubs those of any 
other section. 

“I was impressed,”’ said Mrs. King, “‘by 
the paper of a very @lever Pennsylvania 
woman, who mentioned among other items 
that the Woman’s Press Club of Philadel- 
phia had a membership of fifty women. 
In a very strong and brilliant paper Mrs. 
Belva Lockwood outlined the strength and 
object of women in organized efforts. She 
especially emphasized the necessity of 
union among press women, and illustrated 
the relative force of women as individuals, 
or united in bodies. ; 

“Mrs. Legget, the leader of a school of 
journalism in Detrolt, read an able paper 
in which she define@ the requisites of the 


woman actively engaged in press work, and 


encouraged sympathy among women of the 
press as a means of advancement in their 
profession.’’ 


Press Women In 
National Federation. 


“The paper of Mrs. John McNeill was es- 
pecially interesting to club women, since 
she took as a text the important part 
press women take in the wonderful prog- 
ress of the National Federation of Clubs, 
as well as all other organizations. Mra. 
(McNeill stated that in Colorado especially 
the press women had accomplished won- 
derful work in the federation movements. 
She also paid a high tribute to Migs Min- 
mie J. Reynolds, chairman of the press 
committee of the Colorado State Federa- 
tion. . 

‘““Mrs. MoaNeiil stated in her address 
that the forthcoming meeting of the Na- 
tional Federation in Denver would be a 
memorable occasion, The congress will take 
to that city thousands of representative 
women. The delegates will be entertained 
by the women of Denver and the pro- 
gramme of entertainment includes ‘sun- 
rise’ and ‘sunset’ drives, when the beau- 
ties of Rocky mountain scenery will be ap- 
preciated; receptions, banquets and simi- 
lar functions of elaborate detail.” 


A Woman Illustrator 
Eighty Years Old. 


“Tt am convinced since attending the press 
congress and hearing the various 
read,” continued Mrs. King, “that 
man never grows too old to be useful, and 
that women’s silver hairs stand for no 
@0od reason why they should be assigned 
to a back seat. In her paper concerning 
the progress of the press women of Mis- 
souri, Mrs. Helen Day announced the op- 
eration of forty-two press clubs in that 
state, and mentioned as a distinguished 
member of one of them a Woman filuatra- 
tor who is eighty-six years ol4 and who 
earms money for her origina! illustrations. 
She diag not become a@ware of her talent 
until she was seventy-seven years old, and 
is trying now to make up for los time.” 

In reference to the women of the coun- 
try prominent in af) good and philanthropic 
movements, Mrs. King paid a beautiful 
tribute to Mrs. Theodore Birney, president 
of the national congress of mothers. 

“I met in her home at tea a gathering 
of charming women all interested In vari- 
ous works pertaining to the interests of 
mothers. and it gave me pleasure.” said 
Mrs. King, “when calle@ upon for a talk on 
Atianta charities, to tell them what her 
women wete doing here.

The Don't Worry (Movement, 

‘Worrying 4s the most unreasonable hab- 
it that a human being can indulge in,” 
says Theodore F. Seward in a recent ar- 
ticle on the ‘“‘Don’t Worry Movement.” 
Further says Mr. Seward: ‘‘Worry is no 
essential or necessary element of life; rath- 
er it disintegrates all life’s beauty and life’s 
peace. This is a truth which this age fs 
bringing to Nght out of preceding ‘dark 


ages’ which have hidden it. These state- . 


ments, when considered, appeal to man 
and woman as philosophical and truthful, 
and yet to conqver the worrying habit one 
which possesses nearly every individual to 
an urdue degree, seems an impossibility, 
even on the part of the most practical and 
philosophical people. As clubs these days 
are formed for every known object it would 
seem that a series of ‘‘don’t worry” clubs 
organized through humanatarian motives, 
would result in a spirit of good cheer that 
would make life all the more worth liv- 
ing. Such clubs have been started among 
a contingent of studious New York people, 
who were tmpressed by Mr. Seward’s lit- 
tle book entitled ‘‘Don’t Worry; the Scl- 
er: tific Law of Happiness.’’ 

The considerations which led to the for- 
mation of these first clubs, indicate the sig- 
nificance the movement has for the origi- 
nal members since the propositions pre- 
sented at the first meetings are as fol- 
lows: 

“1. The don’t worry movement appeals 


to a universal] need\and a universal bung- 
er of the heart. 

“2. It emphasizes the teachings of Bsus 
Christ, an dalso of the Ethnic religions, 
concerning divine providence ang the heav- 
enly Father’s care. 


"3. It tends to substitute faith for doubt, 
and peace for unrest. 

“4. It leads to a study of religious truth 
in accordance with the laws of biology as 
revealed by modern science. 

“5. It will help preachers and religious 
teachers, by supplying a new basis for 
mutual sympathy and understanding be- 
tween themt and their congregations.” 

A. review of these propositions suggests 
that the teachings of the “Don’t Worry 
Movement’’ make good subject matter for 
Lenten observance, while the- practices 
given as a means of conquering the worry 
habit teach those principies upon which 
a Christian life should be based. They are

the truth that God is infinite and that you 
@re a4 part of His plan. 

“2. Memorize some of the Scripture prom- 
ises and recall them when the temptation 
to worry returns. '

Poll of the Weekly Press. 

The »poll of the weekly democratic 
papers of Georgia, which The Consti- 
tution has recently been taking, and 
which is now nearly complete, gives a 
very interesting outline of the primary 
campaign as far as it has gone. 

The Constitution has not sought to 
discover the attitude of the editors of the 
weekly papers in the interest of any of 
the candidates, but simply as a guide to 
the public sentiment of the state so far 
as it has been made Wp in advance of 
the actual opening of the campaign. The 
fntention was to ubjibh the results of 
the poll as a matter of news which, in- 
structive to some, will possess interest 
for all our readers. 

Today we present the lists of the week- 
ly papers so far as their editors have re- 
sponded to our requests for information. 
It was no part of our purpose to print 
the lists, but since The Rome Tribune 
has requested us to do so, and has given 
its request somewhat the shape of a 
challenge, we take pleasure in printing 
the lists of the weeklies so far as replies 
have been received. The lists, however, 
@re practically complete. The replies 
that may be received hereafter cannot, 
in the nature of things, make a material 
change in the result. 

It will be seen that twenty-nine week- 


“Hes are neutral—that is to say, they ex- 


press no choice as between democratic 
candidates. Twenty-three weeklies sup- 
port Judge Spencer R, Atkinson, twen- 
ty-one are for Hon. R. L. Berner, while 
seventy-six have declared for Colonel Al- 
jen D. Candler. The lists do not in- 
clude the daily newspapers, either morn- 
ing or evening, but are made up entire- 


ly of the weekly newspapers. 


We are of the opinion that the results 
fairly represent the public sentiment of 
the state at this tfme, and that was the 
information The Constitution was seek- 
ing. But we will say, in the hope of 
soothing the ruffed feathers of our Kome 
contemporary, that we are still on the 
eve of the campaign, which will not be 
actively opened until the candidates 
take the field, and give warmth and col- 
or to the contest by making personal | 
appeals to the people. What changes 
may be brought about cannot now be 
foreseen; but it may be fairly assumed 
we think, that the great majority of the 
voters have already made up their minds, 
and will need some development, which 
the campaign is not likely to afford, to 
move them from their present attitude. 

Another question arises here which 
May suggest discussion. Do the weekly 
newspapers fairly represent the public 

sentiment of the communities which 
they serve? The Constitution) is of the 
opinion that they do. When a weekly 
newspaper is unable to mold public sen- 
timent, it fits itself to the inevitable. It 
permits the public sentiment to mold 
its opinions. Where it cannot lead, it 
follows. In either case the publication 
represents public sentiment. | 

There have been times and occasions, 
perhaps, when the weekly press did not 
represent public sentiment, but these oc- 
casions have been 60 rare that we are 
unable to recall them. For years, the 
weekly press of Georgia has been the 
most progressive, the most intelligent 
and the most prosperous of any state in 
the union; and it would be folly to sug- 
gest or even to presume that it neither 
influences public opinion nor repre- 
sents it. 

‘The truth is—and we are merely re- 
peating here statements that have been 
frequently made in these columns—the 
editors of the weekly press are in closer 
touch with the people than the editors of 
the dailies. They have a persona} ac- 
Quaintance with their subscribers, and 
they are on intimate terms with the pub- 
lic to which they cater. 

For that reason the poll which The 
Constitution has taken is both interest- 
ing and instructive. It will give individ- 
uals a@cueto public sentiment as it 
stands today, and will enable the candi- 
dates to know in what part of the po- 
litical field it will be profitable to insert 
their plows.

ers of older systems of govermment. But 
@ few years ago Mr. Bryan was a young 
attorney without any claim upon office 
or preferment. He was simply such a 
young man as we may find in many of 
our cities, industrious, ambitious, stu- 
dious, with the gift of eloquence and 
representing the hopes and ambitions of 
the people among whom he lived. He 
was elected to congress, and. there al- 
most duplicated the example of William 
Pitt, and might well have been brushed 
aside as amere boy. But he had in him 
that spirit which enabled Pitt to stand 
up. against the sneerg of intrenched 
conservatism, and he made himself 
heard. 

When he went into the Chicago con- 
vention it was as the majority of its 
members had gathered there—simply to 
take part in its proceedings, without 
even a suggestion of hope that he would 
be one of its principals. In the emer- 
gency which followed, the leader was 
born, marked out by the hand of provi- 
dence, as it were, and took up the ban- 
ner awarded by his comrades. How he 
conducted that campaign, the ability 
with which he met every assault, the dig- 
nity with Which he accepted the final 
result, have all placed him on that pin- 
nacle of prominence, where, in spite of 
himself, he has been made the leader of 
nearly seven million voters. 

The ovation with which Mr. Bryan 
has been met wherever he has gone 
shows the esteem in which he is held, 
and the estimato which the people have 
formed of Rim. Whatever the future 
may have in store, is still a sealed book, 
but the record which Mr. Bryan has 
made to this moment is one which enti- 
tles him to the highest consideration of 
the people. 

He will be greeted cordially during 
his visit to Atlanta, and it goes without 
saying that when he speaks in the taber- 
nacle tomorrow night, he will be listened 
to by as enthusiastic and as apprecia- 
tive an audience as he ever addressed in 
his life. 
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Military Recognition of Atlanta. 

The designation of Atlanta as head- 
quarters of the military division com- 
manding the Atlantic and gulf coasts is 
a remarkable recognition of the geo- 
graphical value of this city. 

It has often been asked what was the 
secret of Atlanta’s success in business. 
Looking at the surrounding country, it is 
not rich im fertility. ‘Railroad rates 
have not always been nor are they now 
as low as they ought to be. Up to the 
present there have been no colossal man- 
ufacturing institutions, and yet in spite 
of all this, the city has prospered, and 
her name is better known throughout 
the length and breadth of the union 
than is any other of double the popula- 
tion. For some reason or other, not 
always understood, even by those who 
do it, trade centers in this city, and 
around it gather the forees which be- 
speak the enterprise and the public. opin- 
ion of the entire section in which it is 
located. 

It is said by those a¢quainted with 
tradition, that the Indian headquarters 
in movements between the lakes and 
the waters to the south, was situated in 
what is now Rabun county of this state, 
Under conditions of civilization, when 
War was raging between the states, mili- 
tary authorities on both sides recognized 
practically the same locality as the cen- 
ter of operations, and the new city of 
Atlanta became at once regarded as the 
key to the situation. This was but a 
tribute to natural position, and explains 
fully why it was that it should be no 
less in peace than in war the central 
point from which the surrounding coun- 
try could be commanded. 

Thirty years ago the evidences of war 
were removed, and army headquarters 
were established elsewhere, but that did 
not remove the fact that here was the 
Strategic point if ever trouble should 
arise again. To this General Sherman 
bore abundant testimony in his illustra- 
tion of the hand, Atlanta being the cen- 
ter or palm, and other points east, south 
and southwest, branching out like fin- 
gers, all directed from the common cen- 
ter. It is not remarkable, therefore, 
that when an emergency is again upon 
us where operations will be upon the 
waters of the south Atlantic and the 
gulf, Atlanta should be once more 
designated as the headquarters from 
which to direct such movements. It is 
safe to say that this establishment of 
Atlanta ag a military headquarters hav- 
ing been resolved upon, it will be con- 
tinued, because it is demanded by the 
best interests of the public service and 
is conducive to publie protection. 

This military recognition cannot fail 
to have a beneficial effect upon our mer- 
cantile interests, because it so well de- 
monstrates the adaptability of this point 
as a trading center. 

The people of the south should be 
proud of this magnificent city, which 
has had the spirit and the enterprise to 
take advantage of its nathral position, 
and uphold so well the ability of south- 
ern people to take care of themselves 
and to manage their own affairs. 


Participation To Be a Pledge. 

The democrats of Alebama have es- 
tablished a sensible rule for those who 
desire to participate ‘a the primaries. 
It is to the effect thut all persons par- 
ticipating in the primaries, conventions 
or mass meetings of the party, hereafter 
to be held in Alabama, pledge them- 
selves by that action to the support of 
the nominees of the primaries, conven- 
tions or mass «meetings, whether mu- 
nicipal, county,/ state or federal. 

In other words, those who participate 
in the primaries in Georgia (for in- 
stance) do sa with the understanding 
that they wilf support the party’s nom- 
inees and agcept the party’s platform 
The voter who feels that he cannot ac- 
cent the implied cond 1 ne 
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‘participation to 


will have no difficulty in accepting the 
implied conditions, To opponents of 
democracy, even these implied conditions 
will be obnoxious. These men will 
desire to perticipate in the primaries 
with the understanding that they are 
just as likely as not to support repub-. 
lican or anti-democratic candidates. 
They did so in 1996, and they desire to 
have the same privilege hereafter. 

The democrats invite all to join them 
in the primaries who can conscientiously 
do so, and who are willing for such 
be taken’ as_a pledge 
that they are acting in good faith and 
propose to follow the party bafmer. If 
there is any gag law in that, why those 
who deserted the party last year will 
have to make the most of it. Those, 
however, who are disgusted with that 
sorry experiment, and there are many 
who were deceived by its projectors, will 
have an opportunity to take their places 
in the ranks of the party. 

It is rather funny, by the way, that 
those who are protesting against any” 
rule or regulation in the democratic pri- 
maries are the very ones who opposed 
the party in 1896. 


Another Project. 

It is given out from Washington 
that the cabinet is studiously reflecting 
over. the proposition to give Cuba the 
rights and privileges enjoyed by the 
British colonies, and yet to keep it un- 
der the Spanish flag. 

We all know how Spain would exer- 
cise in Cuba the rights which England 
has in Canada. England has rights in 
Canada which !t enjoys to the utmost by 
failing to exercise them. In order for 
the same rights to be exercised in Cuba 
in a way to promote the permanent 
peace and prosperity of the island, the 
authors of the project will have to pro- 
vide a measure for changing the nature 
of the Spaniard. 

If The Constitution were inflamed by 
such partisan ardor ag characterizes Ed- 
itor Kohisaat, of The Chicago Times- 
Herald, it would quietly welcome the 
suggestion and hope for its adoption by 
the republican administration. Nothing 
would be better calculated to insure the 
utter rout of the republican party. 

Is it for this that the people’s repre- 
sentatives have voted $50,000,000? Is 
it to leave Spain in undisturbed control 
of the affairs of Cuba that the Maine 
and her men have been sacrificed? It 
is just as Editor Kohlsaat says. The 
people of this country have determined 
on the independence of Cuba; they are 
bent on seeing Spanish authority and 
power on that island utterly wiped out, 
and the party that stands in the way of 
such results will not be big enough to 
stand in the way of anything when the 
people get through with repudiating it. 

It is not in the Spanish nature to ex- 
ercise authority as the English-speaking 
people. If it were, there would now be 
profound peace in Cuba. ‘The Cubans 
would have had no excuse for revqlt and 
would have made none. 

The time has come for the Spanish to 
retire. The sooner they are forced to 
do so, the better it will be for all inter- 
ests. 
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The “Bargain Counter” Again. 

It will be interesting to learn that the 
voters of Pennsylvania will have another 
chance to approach “the bargain count- 
er,” with Mr. Wanamaker standing smi- 
lingly beHind it. 

Mr. ‘Wanamaker, having been boosted 
into political prominence by President 
Harrison, has not taken kindly to pri- 
vate life since the close of his career in 
Washington. He made an effort to 
reach the United States senate, but as he 
had not made terms with Mr. Quay, he 
lost the game. Since that time he has 
been unfortunate in the efforts to get 
in upon the ground floor, and now in 
order to put himself where he must be 
dealt with, he announces himself for the 
governorship, and has opened “the bar- 
gain counter’ which played so conspicu- 
ous a part during the Harrison admin- 
istration. ““The next executive of Penn- 
sylvanig,”’ says he, “must be a man pos- 
sessing the fullest confidence of the peo- 
ple, without a Lexow collar and free 
from every stamp of the machine.” He 
then goes on to say that he will not be 
moved by the rumored deals of politi- 
cians, the threat of character assassins. 
the tongue of slander, or the fact that 
nearly one-third of all the delegates 
have been already selected. He thinks 
he can enter the field upon his Sunday 
school record and “smash the ring.” 

The job which Mir. Wanamaker has 
outlined for himself is one to be com- 
mended, but there is some question as to 
whether he is a fitting exemplar of po- 
litical morality. It is well known that 
a contribution of $100,000 to the Har- 
rison election corruption fund was the 
main recommendation which marked 
him out for a seat in the cabinet of 1888. 
Since that time Mr. Wanamaker may 
have undergone a change of heart, but 
it would be interesting to know if his 
opinion of political contributions is the 
same now es it was when he dickered 
with the “boys” to make Mr. Harrison 
president. 
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Forrest Adair. 


Mr. Forrest Adair has announced him- 
self as a candidate for re-election as 
county commissioner. A short while 
ago Mr. Adair had about decided not to 
offer for re-election, and it is doubtful 
if a public official of this county was 
ever more urgently pressed to stand for 
re-election than he has been. He has 
consented to do so, and The Constitution 
does not hesitate to say that his record 
should guarantee his re-election. 

There are several candidates—all good 
men—and The Constitution has no fa- 
vorites. From a personal standpoint, 
the success of any two of them would 
be entirely satisfactory. We venture 
to single out Mr. Adair simply because 
his energy and his individual activity 
have made him a target for criticism. 
and because his zealous labor in behalf 
of the public welfare has probably en- 
gendered some animositizs which should 
make it the pleasure of disinterested cit- 
fzens to come to hig ‘support, and to 
thereby make it clear that no public of- 
ficial shall do his duty and suffer from

~ The National Spirit. 

If the warlike preparations which are 
‘now going on never amount to anything 
more than the development of nationa: 
spirit which has been witnessed, the 
events of the day. will not have been 
without profit. : 

The rancor of party warfare, which 
a necessary. feature of American politics, 
has always been to English eyes a source 
of weakness in our government. Under 
the British system, while full debate and 
freedom of speech are recognize’, yet 
when the time comes to ask a question 
concerning public affairs, it 13 ap- 
proached almost on bénded knees, and 
the one who is timorous enough to set 
up the interrogation points feels thank- 
ful if he is vouchsafed a civil negative. 
While cabinets change in that country, 
they bequeath to each other their secrets 
of settled policies, which are taken up 
and carried on as though there had been 
no change in the personnel of the heads 
of departments. With us, debate goes 
to itg extreme limit, and when the peo- 
ple speak, there is a clean sweep made of 
the executive office and all of its appoint- 
ments. The declaration of war rests 
with congress and not with the rulers; 
matters which are in England state se- 
crets are with us topics of public debate. 
it can easily be seen, therefore, that there 
was some justification for the English 
fear which has, however, been dissipated 
by the events of the last few days. With 
us there fs no rebellious class, there js 
no alien section of country,-there is no 
unfriendly dependency; but touch the na- 
tional safety and » every gaan stands 
ready to declare his Americanism. The 
most agrarian party in congress becomes 
as determined ag the most conservative, 
and the most conservative party becomes 
as ready for the gage of battle as the 
most agrarian. There is no need of state 
secrets, there is no need of back-room 
consultation; the whole people stand as 
one ready to maintain the executive, 
and all they ask of tne executive is that 
he should stand in the face of danger as 
an American. 
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If we are to have war every time the 
republican party is in danger of defeat, 
Editor Kohlsaat will be a major general 
in 1900. 
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It is thought that Mr. Hanna will go 
to war in a buggy. 

The senate kept ifs coat on while vot- 
ing for the fifty milton appropriation.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


One of the leading French newspapers, 
The Paris Eclair, gives some interesting 
facts in regard to the Incomes of profes- 
sional men in France. There are from 
12,000 to 13,00@edoctors, of whom 2,00 are 
found in Paris and about 10,000 in the prov- 
inces. Of this number 5 or 6 only make 
incomes of from $40,000 to $50,000 a year, 10 
to 15 make from $20,000 to $30,000 a year, 
100 make, say, $10,000, 300 make from $3,000 
to $5,000, 800 make from $1,500 to $3,000, 
while 1,200 earn less than $1,500 a year. Com- 
ing to the lawyers, of whom there are 3,000 
in Paris alone, there are not 400 of them 
who make as much as $2,000 a year. A cou- 
ple of score make incomes of $10,000 a year. 
It appears that when one of these advo- 
cates is made a magistrate his salary is 
only from $660 to $800 a year, while for the 
justices of peace—al!] fully qualified legal 
practitioners—the salaries range from $400 
to $600 a year. A college professor is paid 
from $200 to $300 a year, a lycee professor 
from $700 to $1,000 a year. The explanation 
of it all is the very simple economic one 
that in France the supply exceeds the de- 
mand; twice as many doctors, lawyers, 
professors and engineers are turned out 
yearly as there are berths for. 


The Washington Star observes that the 
month of February has this year produced 
far more than its ordinary share of inter- 
national events.

dinance prohibiting the company from do- 
ing business in Atlanta. 

For a number of weeks the fight of me 
chants on the trading stamp people was 
the principal topic of interest in Atlanta 
and the progress of the matter was closely 
watched by all parties concerned. 

The matter reached the city counct! 
through a petition which was eigned by a 
large number of prominent merchants, The 
petition complained of the business done 
by the stamp people and asked that an 
ordinance be passed prohibiting them from 
doing business in Atlarta. 

After both sides of the ease had been 
thcroughly aired before the tax commit- 
tee it was recommended that an ordinance 
be passed prohibitirg the Stamp busineas, 
The ordinance was prepared and passed

secured a temporary injunction to prevent 
the city from enforcing the ordiranee and 
the case is now before Judge Lumpkin.

The change from the old ewitchboard to 
the new was begun this morning at 1 
o’clock. All the wires, which number mary 
thousand. had to be taken from the old 
board and placed in the new. When it is 
remembered that for every ’phone there are 
eight separate and distinct wires the vast 
work involved and -the intricate details of 
the change will be apparent. 

All day today the expert electricians will 
be at work on the board,: testing the 
changes that Wve been made, calling up

working properly. If one little wire is 
misplaced there will be trouble and some 
person will want to know why the tele 
phone is out of order. 

“There are about 15,000 separate wires 
that are used as direct connection,” said 
Manager R. L. West yesterday afternoon 
in explaining the new system and the de- 
tails of the charge. ‘Ii any one of these 
little wires; so small that they are even 
difficult to be seen, are improperly ccn- 
nected the telephone will appear to be out 
of order. When these errors are made we 
must begin to look for the trouble and 
remedy it at once. When you take into 
consideration the thousands of wires that 
cover the walls, floors and cellar of the ex- 
change building you will then have an idea 
of the delicate details and arrangements of 
the board.’”’ 

How the Change Was Made. 

This morning at 1 o’clock the electricians 

began cutting the tiny wires that have for 


. Beveral years carried the voices over the 


housetops and into the switchboard. As 
600n as one was cut a new wire was joined 
and carried to the proper number in the 
new board. 

Mr. Gentry and Mr. West were at the 
board watching the interesting details. But 
the "phones were cut out, and although 
central could hear the calls, and could 
talk with the majority gof numbers called, 
the connections could not be made. 

The Constitution’s local rooms’ ‘phone 
called up central and asked how the work 
was progressing. The operator could talk 
with the number, but could make no con- 
nections just at that time, unless the num- 
ber wanted by 715 had been put in the 
new board. 

“The change could not be made-by de- 
grees,’’ said Manager West. “If we knew 
what numbers would be called, we could 
have done so, but it is always the case that 
the number wanted has not been cut out of 
the old board, or that the number calling 
has not been cut out. One of the ’phones 
desired to be connected would be in either 
the old or the new board, and a connection 
was impossible at that time for that 
reason.”’ 

The change will be completed by break- 
fast this morning, it is thought, but then 
there will be a great deal of work to do 
during the day, ascertaining if all con- 
nections were properly made and if the 
*phones are in working condition. 

Atlanta Becomes Metropolitan. 

Only three other cities in the world have 
a system of telephone connections that 
equal the new system inaugurated last 
night. Boston has the same system; Phil- 
adelphia, in Walnut street station, has a 
similar switchboard, and St. Louis is the 
third city. When the change was made 
in Atlanta th!s morning the list of cities 
using the new system was increased to four. 

“Atlanta fs ahead of New York,” said 
Manager West. ‘She is ahead of Chicago 
and San Francisco. No city in the world 
has a better system, and the one just 
put in here is the best ever made. There 
are several million parts to the board, and 
its workings are more intricate than the 
mechanism of a clock.”’ 

It will probably be several days before the 
system can be put in thorough working 
order, as there are many little details which 
must be looked after before the expert elec- 


trician can leave the board and return to 
New York. 


Mr. Gentry Talks About Rates. 

The question of rates has been discussed 
by the Pell compary, but the office in At- 
lanta knows nothing about what the rates 
vill be in future. The change of the 
switchboard carries no significance, say 
the Atlanta officials, ag to the question of 
rates. 

“Atlanta has a good rate,” 
Gentry, yesterday.

size of Atlicnta telephones cost $10 per 
month. We have given Atlanta the best 
telephone service in the world and one 
that is worth every dollar charged for 
the phores.”’ 

Manéger West stated yesterday that he 
knew nothing of any change in the rates 
charged in Atlanta. He says the company 
is making the service superior, and in or. 
der to do this is spending a vast amount 
of money. 

“It is a business proposition with us,” 
he says. “If we can give this service and 
make the prices lower, this would be bus!- 
ress to do so. The telephone business is 
ifke the grocery business. If a merchant 
buys meat at 10 cents, he can't gell it at 9 
cents and continue in business, and that’s 
our situation.”’

Bodley affords us of the 
most complex of civilized nations. 

The introduction alone 4s a most read- 
able and instructive record of a five years’ 
life in Paris, giving us also charming 
glimpses of life in the provinces, The au- 
thor has the Keen appreciation of the artist 
and ‘‘a bishop blessing little children in 
the isles of his cathedral, a group of white- 
coifed peasant women in a market place, 
or a red-legged regiment swinging through 
a village to the strains of the bugle 
march,’’ @ives him as keen sensations of 
pleasure, as when he first witnessed these 
picturesque scenes. 

His gtyle is lucid, direct and flowing. 
Along with his absorption of French traits, 
he has imbibed or acquired many of the 
best qualities of the style of the literary

The history of the great revolution and 
its bearing upon modern France is put 
before us 60 effectively that we entirely 
forgot the sensation of weariness with 
which we at first regarded a two-volume 
edition.

‘There was,’ he says, ‘a point of elec- 
toral jurisprudence on which ‘tthe text- 
books were obscure, and though not of in- 
ternational importance it is interesting to 
students of comparative procedure; so I 
wrote to a deputy who is a parliamentary 
authority to clear it up, and incorporated 
his answer in my text. Later, being invited 
by the experlenced and intelligent mayor 
of a village to be present at a poll over 
whch he presided, I repeated the question 
to him, and he gave‘a completely different 
reply. 

“Finally I referred it toa senator and he 
démonstrated so clearly that both the depu- 
ty and the mayor were wrong that Il 
adopted his version.” 

In spite of the many obstacles to in- 
fallibility—which the author :so frankly 
confesses and emphasizes—the work in 
question is a splendid contribution to the 
history of one of the most important epochs 
in the annals of the world and its bearing 
upOn modern democracy.

A pensketch of the old man is noi out of 
place. ‘He was an old man, but he looked 
strong and good for many years’ to come.

He was not 
bald, but still retalned thick, picturesque 
gray hair that stood out like a kind of 
frame. His eyes, when he looked at you, 
made you, !f you were sensitive or had 
‘nerves,’ wince and turn away. . 

“If you showed this desire on your part 
Mr. Nawn, Sr., would smile slightly and 
make his glance sharper still.” 

Olive Newcombe, whose destiny and de- 
velopment is intensely interesting, marries 
Robert Nawn, the miser’s son. She becomes 
the drudge of the Nawn household. The son 
is a chip, and a very faulty chip, of the 
old block. His passion for Olive—it has in 
it no quality of love in the best sense— 
rages like a fire, which in a short time con- 
sumes all the fuel that feeds it. 

His passion is entirely reciprocated by 
Olive, but in a most idealized way. She is 
half-dead with joy to love and be loved. 
She has the qualities of the vine and the 
oak. Her position*“many times is almost 
abject. Then when a matter of principle 
is involved ehe is fairly heroic in her re- 
sistance, 

But Olive’s love is human, and more than 
that, she has some self-respect—the piyot 
of all the virtues—and her love begins to 
wane. The waning of this once great love 
is fraught with keea interest to the student 
of human passions. Olive Newcombe does 
not resemble Shakespeare’s exalted ,femi- 
nine creations, whose love does not alter 
When “it alteration finds.” She weeps, 
prays, agonizes, has her heart torn out by 
the roots; heaps remembered days of joys 
and bliss upon the sacrifical fire, but the 
fire refuses to burn, the last spark dies 
slowly, agonizingly, but it dies, and it is a 
consolation to the reader to know that it 
does dle. 

One person, however, watches Olive with 
the eyes of a ferret and the calmners of an 
alien spectator. Old Nawn has long ago 
ceased to believe in human virtue and Olive 
is a source of surprise to him. He 
watches her wrestle with poverty, loneli- 
ness and the most harrowing darts of des- 
tiny just to see “how she will come out.” 
In the end he admires her as much as his 
sordid nature is capable of admiration, 
and jeaves her all his money. 

A letter left for Olive after his death I!s 
strongly characteristic. 

“It was that business of the butter mold 
that first set me thinking. You'll remember 
it, fast enough. I was mad with you, I 
wanted to sell a bit less than a pound for 
a pound, and you put a spoke in the whole 
affair. Oh! yes, I was mad, but when Bob 
took my side I was madder with him than 
I had been with you. I thought it was 
thundering mean in him to take you up 
that way. But Bob is mean, there’s no 
mistake about that, and he’s always been 
so afraid that he wouldn’t get my property. 
I shall laugh in my grave to think of his 
face when he finds it out. Only I shan’t 
think, and so shan’t laugh. But perhaps I 
shall know somehow.

Tt has been said that ‘‘there are two mo- 
ments for writing—one when the writer 
knows nothing about his subject, and the 
other when he knows a great deal.’’ The 
first moment is the one in which I attempt 
to say someting about “The Patnter in 
Oil.””

“THE PAINTER IN OIL.” By Burleigh 
Parkhurst. Lee & Shepard publishers, 
Boston. Price $1.25. : 


The March number of the Bibelot is of 
unusual interest to students and lovers 
of Browning. It contains a review of 
“Men and Women,” by William Morris, 
and printed for the first time March, 1856, 
forty-two years ago. It is in the language 
of the prospectus a ‘‘find,’”’ and a delightful 
one it is. 

In this review the author attempts some- 
thing of a classification of the most ;-rom- 
inent poems of the collection. The three 
that first claim his attention are ‘The 
Epistle of Karshish,”’ “‘Cleon’’ and ‘‘Bishop 
Blougram’s Apology.” These he considers 
highly dramatic and to some extent dealing 
with similar problems. 

His analysis of the character of Cleon 
will lead, I am sure, to great 
differences of opinion among those ac- 
quainted with the restless, craving, aspir- 
ing soul of Cleon. This is the only poem 
touched upon where Mr. Morris seems to 
fail to grasp what Browning means to 
convey in the life of Cleon. Mr. Morris 
regards Cleon as selfish, proud and con- 
temptuous. 

His appreciation of ‘“‘Andrea del Sarto’ 
is a beautiful prose accompaniment to the 
poem. 

In treating that grand poem, “Childe Ro- 
land,’”’ he affords us one of the most ex- 
quisite interpretations of this much ques- 
tioned subject. Mrs. Orr says of this poem 
that it is ‘‘a poetic vision of life,’’ but 
that “the thing we may not do is to im- 
agine that we are meant to recognize it.” 

Now this is just what Mr. Morris does, he 
recognizes it and claims that ‘‘the poet's 
real design was to show us a brave man 
doing his duty, making his way on to the 
dark tower through all dreadful things.” 

“In my own heart,” he says iater, “TI 
think I love this poem the best of all in 
these volumes.” 

I feel sure that Mr. Matthew Arnold would 
take issue with Mr. Morris's enthusiastic 
admiration for Browning on the _ score— 
not to mention others—that he &xpressed 
it when he was young. For he not only 
gives Browning high rank among the poets, 
but he is not at all sure that he does not 
deserve the highest rank. It is really 
charming to have him confess that often- 
times as he wrote that he would be so an- 
gry with adverse critics that he would stop 
writing rather than let the ugly words 
flow. 

As he became older I kaow he gained 
wisdom enough not to be angry with these 
critics, but I know, too, that his love and 
appreciation increased with years and the 
fuller, richer, deeper understanding of our 
poet's splendid genius. For everything that 
passes through Browning's hands 

“Doth suffer a sea change - 

Into something rich and strange. 

And we have at the same time the very 
heart of life and the noblest poetry.

Edmund Gosse, in a review of ‘Figures et 
Choses qui Passaient,’’ pays to Pierre LAtl:

Newnan Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—“Now 
‘ghere was leaning on Jesus's bosom one of 
His disciples, whom Jesus loved.” 

KM: 23. 

owl are the language of nature, When 
let alone, they are true to nature. As 
words express, body forth the inner, un- 
geen exercises of thought; so the acts, as 
the language of nature, are the expressions, 
the visible images of the heart—tts exercises 
and states. Hence, we have religion in its 
acts, conduct. We show our faith by our 
works. The heart shows itself in the out- 
ward acts. And if there ts no intervention 
ef deliberation under the influence of mo- 
tives, the outward acts are always true 
to the heart-—exactly expressing its state 
for tie time. 

The Savior and His disciples have met to 
observe for the last time the passover. He 
ig to eat no more with them. It is a sad 
and solemn hour. He reveals His betrayal 
by one of them. This deepens the sadness, 
At such a time the heart acts—shows itself 
tn deeds. Here the beloved disciple acts. 
What does he do? We learn from these 
words: “Now there was leaning on Jesus's 
bosom one of His disciples, whom Jesus 
loved.” John, xiii: 23. Leaning on Jesus’s 
bosom! What a beautiful and an expres- 
give act! John’s heart, his religion is in it. 
He shows us Christianity in an expressive 
beart-act. Let ws see what is ifn it. 

LIn this act we have an expression of 
Jove. John shows us his heart in his act. 
He expresses his inner state by what he 
does. Leaning on the Savior’s bosom fs a 
most faithful expression of the heart. How 
could he have given a better, a truer sign 
of love? Sould any one, in giving a repre- 
sentation of the heart in an outward act, 
give a more faithful likeness of it than 
is here given? And as John is a Christian, 
and his act a Christian act, he gives us the 
nature of Christianity—shows us its heart. 
Christianity is love. The heart is the spe- 
eial object of scriptural regard. From be- 
ginning to end the scriptures keep it in 
view. In type, and shadow, and word, it 
is taught to be the seat of religion. In 
the unrenewed state it is “enmity against 
God.”’ Christianity aims to supersede this 
enmity with love. In doing this, it effects 
a radical revolution in the heart. Love is 
the bottom truth of Christianity. Regener- 
ation, repentance and faith are fundamen- 
tal conditions. They are the essential con- 
ditions of life—love is life itself. What is 
regeneration but love in nature; what is 
repentance but love weeping over sin: and 
what is faith but love holding to Christ? 
The covenant by which we are saved is: ‘‘I 
will put my law fn their inward parts and 
write itin their hearts.,’’ Jeremiah, xxxi, 33. 
What is this law? The great Interpreter 
gives it: “Thou shalt love.” It is love. 
Love written in the heart—this is Christi- 
anity. John’s act is a touching expression 
of love. 

2. Again, in John’s act we have love 
trusting. His act not only shows us his 
love, but shows us his love in exercise— 
shows us what his love is doing. It is 
trusting. The act of “leaning on Jesus’s 
bosom” is an expressive outward sign of 
trust. And this exercise of his love is its 
native, highest office. Here it is perform- 
ing its first, essential, life-deriving exercise. 
It is true that love is multiform in its 
nature. It knows, hopes, compassionates. 
It comes out in all the various ministries 
to need and suffering. But in John’s act 
we do not have love knowing, nor hoping, 
hor doing, but love trusting. Trust is 
antecedent to everything else. It is primal, 
basal. Indeed, if you remove it from this 
trust, the support of all its outgoing ex- 
ercises will be cut off. Love’s trust in 
Christ, its leaning on the bosom divine, fs 
the secret and source of all of its life, en- 
ergies and activities. Displace it from that 
bosom, and it would be ‘“‘dead” love. As 
trust is a native gift, a born bent, how ad- 
mirably love exercises it! With what ease 
and grace it leans on Jesus's bosom! How 
natural to do it. It wag born for the place. 
And it takes it with a gracefulness ex- 
ceeding anything art or culture could give. 
John is perfectly at home on his Savior’s 
bosom. 

8.In this striking act there is also an 
expression of love trusting in love. John 
is leaning on Jesus’s bosom. Why there? 
He might have leaned on Jesus’s head, or 
arm, or shoulder. But he did not. Love 
instinctively went to its place. The words 
giving us John’s act are: ‘““Now there was 
leaning on Jesus's bosom one of His dis- 
ciples, whom Jesus loved.” Love leaning on 
love. There is deep and gracious theology 
in the act. John says in it: “‘We love Him, 
because He first loved us,” I John iv: 19. 
He says with Paul: “By grace are ye 
Saved,” Ephesians, ii; 8. How natural for 
John to lean on the bosom that loved him, 
and gave itself for him. And what act 
could be more expressive of love trusting 
in love, of heart trusting in heart, than is 
here given? What is a truer, and higher, 
and more blessed object of trust than the 
love, the ha@rt of God? God's wisdom in 
Jesus is an object of trust, and properly so; 
for He is “the wisdom of God.” And God's 
Power in Jesus is to be trusted, for He is 
“the power of Go.” But John leaned on 
the deeper and dearer—on the place where 
his own love had its birth, and whence it 
still drew its life—on the infinite love of 
God. What a foundation for trust! Love— 
God's love! Rest, unwaveringly rest on it, 
child of grace! Hear its unceasing prom- 
ise: “I will never leave thee, nor forsake 


" thee.” 


We can now appreciate the strong words 
of the apostle. He says: “Though I speak 
with the tongues of men and angels, but 
have not love, I am become as sounding 
brass, and a clanging cymbal. And though 
I have the gift of prophecy, and know all 
mysteries, and all knowledge; and though 
I have all faith so as to remove mountains, 


but have not love, I am nothing. And 
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DR. J..H. HALL. 
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though I bestow all my goods to feed the 
poor, and though I give my body to be 
burned, but have not love, it profiteth me 
nothing.”” The highest gifts, the largest 
beneficence, and even martyrdom are all 
vain without love. Then love is the life, 
the soul of religion. J. H. HALL.

Industrial Heroes Better Than Warrier 
Heroes. 


HISTORY NOT AS IT SHOULD BE 


eee. 


The Youthful Mind Should Be Turned 
Into the Channels of Industry 
and Commerce, 


For The Consttution. 

Henry Grady did more tn an hour's epeech 
to conquer the north than an army’s guns 
could have done in years, if ever. 

Ben Hill appearing at Davis’s hall at the 
time he did wag the most sublime courage 
of all the war. 

Grant was a bulldog, Sherman a firebug 
and even Lee, who deserved to be loved by 
@ll the world, did never so great things as 
keeping up the commissaries. 

The truth i= thet honors do not fall 
where they ara the most deserved, and 
false sentiments are created and the minds 
of men are warped. 

Take our histories—is history history? 

Take a ‘‘northern’’’ history and a “‘south- 
ern’’ history and put them side by side and 
read them together. Do this and you will 
not wonder why a great many people have 
become skeptics on all histories—history is 
not history. 

The histories of ovr own times as given 
us from a “northern’’ or a “southern” 
standpoint are so at variance in sentiment 
end in ‘“‘facts,’’ as to make it clear to the 
veriest clodhopper that prejudice has play- 
ed the largest part and sycophancy and 
partiality most all the rest in the forma- 
tion of what is termed “history.” 

We old people know that this is a fact 
@s to the history of the years through 
which we remember, and it is justly cal- 
tulated to make us doubtful of all the 
time that is behind us. Who among 
these readers but what could put their 
fingers upon names now upon the roll of 
‘fame’ which have arrived upon that roll 
more through the methods of the schemer 
than through thé merits claimed or implied 
from their position in the books. 

Of course I am not fool enough to under- 
take to correct. these things, but I would 
like it if I could impress the youthful mind 
of the fallacy of war and the glory 
thereof, and I write in confidence that 
what I impress will be made plain if the 
War now so much talked of is accomplish- 
ed. Stick a pin and remember that I tell 
you these things. 

The biggest talker is not the greatest 
fighter—they don’t fight much. 

A private soldier is not much more than 
@® yaller dog—in fact, if you get into a 
first-class war you will wish you was a 
dog before you get through. 

I could go on and on, but I prefer to let 
you digest these first. A few may get some 
glory out of a war—if they stand in with 
the ‘“historian’’—but the individual private 
fs not known. I will mention a case or 
two in this connection that comes under 
my own knowledge, asitis as easy a way 
as any to impress what I desire upon the 
youths—I could mention hundreds, 

Near Nashville, in 1864, a man by the 
mame of Summers, company F, Forty- 
second Alabama regiment, caught a shell 
which had fallen into a company of troops 
just as it was to explode and threw it to 
where it hurt nq one—this was considered 
a most heroic act at the time, but there 
Was no to do made Over it. and the man 
himself turned right around and finished 
putting the bark on his oven lid with no 
more to do than if he had stopped to 
take a chew of tobacco and then resumed. 
I venture that this is the first time it was 
ever in print and will be the last time you 
ever hear of it, unless you chance to meet 
some of the old vets of company F, Forty- 
second Alabama-—youll never see it ia 
history. 

Another case. We have in our county a 
man by the name of Borne—Jim Borne, of 
Cobb's legion. From accounts, heard from 
his comrades, Mr. Borne performed some 
of the most desperate and heroic acts of 
the war. At Sharpsburg he captured a 
flag of a New Yorn regiment and fought 
hand to hand with several of that regi- 
ment in his effort to retain it. Through 
the most trying circumstances he held 
the flag and brought it away and turned 
it over to his superior officers. You have 
heard of Cobb’s legion and you may have 
heard of the bray and noble TT. BR. KH. 
Cubb but 1 venture this is the first time 
you ever heard of Jim Borne. 

One mcre and then I am through with 
this part. We have a gentleman among us 
here at Decatur who performed the most 
unusual thing of the whole war, and per- 
haps suved the entire army from defeat. 
This mun is Mr. Jim Hunter, of the old 
Seventh Georgia regiment. He, with his 
regiment, had retired somewhat in the 
rear for a much-needed rest and to cook a 
little of what they had. At the time of 
Which I relate, Mr. Hunter was frying 
Boime meat in a small frying pan over a 
Mithe campfire. Heavy firing suddenly 
Droke out in front and before it could be 
told a brave set of Texas troops had been 
Surprised and overpowered and came run- 
ning pellmell to the rear. Hunter at once 
took in the situation. He knew that it 
Was a stampede and that much depended 

upon a rally of the men. Rising with his 
fying jan, he scattered meat and gravy 
Aid risiing in front of the Texans, he 
F002 rallicd them and led them forward 
tO & most gloriour victory, using his pan 
the while in sword, This story 
is known locally from hearing the old vet- 
erans laugh at the way Hunter looked 
Walking up and down the battle line way- 
Ing his frying pan, but in a few years 
Mure these shall have \passed away and 
the name of Hunter wil\ not be found in 
history and the incident be lost, with 
the : others, to Make room for 
buses of gush or a parade of prejudice and 
Bycophancy.

ito manufactured goods. I know of no ex- 
perience so impartial and so convincing | 
than that of the Massachusetts Cotton 
mills, which own and operate cotton mills 
at Lowell, Mass., and at Lindale, Ga., and 
the following action of the stockholders at 
@ recent meeting is the result purely of 
business interest, and is very important 
to our section. After careful comparison, 
the following was unanimously adopted: 
“In view of the fact that certain prod- 
wuts of the Massachusetts Cotton mills 
at Lowell can be produced at the mill in 
Lindale, Ga., for a lower cost than they 
Can be produced at Lowell, it is therefore

That is 
just what we are going to do, and time 
Will prove it. I firmly believe that we can 
Make better shees in Nashville at 25 per 
Cent less cost than the factories of the 
Cast can.”

One 
night the man went to the station of the 
town where he was stopping and said that 
he wanted to talk to his dog. So connec- 
tion was made with his house and the 
receiver was placed to the terrier’s ear. 
Instantly he recognized his master’s voice 
and began to frolic about and bark at @ 
great rate. Two or three times the Chica- 
go man repeateg the performance, and he 
didn’t mind the $10 or $12 that it cost him 
in the least.’’ 


The Talking Newspaper. 
From Pall Mall Gazette. 

A small diamond-shaped board screwed 
on the wall of my room, and provided with 
a couple of hooks from which hang two 
tiny, round telephone earpieces connected 
by two wires. That is all. But my hotel 
proprietor has been singing its praises for 
the last twenty minutes, and as he con- 
fidentially assured me that it will not play 
any part in my hotel bill at the end of 
my stay, there is no earthly reason why I 
should enter any protest against against 
his proflse encomiums, “‘This,’’ said he, 
‘is the Telephonic Messenger, or talking 
newspaper—the only thing of its kind in 
the world. It has now been established in 
Budapest about three years. It differs from 
the ordinary telephone in the fact that the 
latter is directly connected with the central 
office, whereas we are able to connect 
from 200 or 300 subscribers in one circuit. 
The city is divided into thirty circuits. All 
day long news is spoken into a specially 
constructed apparatus at the central office, 
varied with entertainments, the opera and 
linguistic lessons. It-is not a telephone in 
the strict sense of the word, and therefore 
does not infringe the telephonic rights of 
the government. It combines the func- 
tions of your tape machines and electro- 
phones, while tt is ten times cheaper. That 
‘buzz you heard just now was to prevent 
subscribers talking to each other on their 
own account.”’ | 

“It seems strange thet such an excellent 
idea as this appears to be should not be 
introduced in other towns than Budapest,” 
I ventured. “ 

“The answer is very simple. Of course, 
the newspaper feature would be impossible 
in London, where time ts everything, and 
a man could not sit the whole day with the 
apparatus to his ear, waiting for some par- 
ticular news or exchange prices. Then 
again, other towns are not so advantage- 
ously situated in this respect as Budapest, 
where the law-empowers the company to 
introduce the apparatus into any house in 
the city in spite of the objections of the 
landlord. We have here 6,000 subscribers, 
and each pays only 18 florins a year. With 
us it is an In England with a cettain soap— 
our families don’t feel happy until they eet 
it. It is so cheap that many of the rocms 
in my hotel are fitted up with it. If the 
visitor finds it inconvenient to go to the 
opera, all he has to do is to put this appa- 
ratus to his ear, and he can be entertained 
the whole evening. The general public, 
too, can have news in advance of the news- 
papers. Why, a few weeks ago, when the 
German kaiser gave that celebrated toast 
of his to the Hungarian nation, thousands 
of families were listening to its recital balf 
an hour iater. Without this apparatus 
they would have had to wait until next 
day.” e 

“Have you a regular daily programme?” 

“Yes, it is announced in the morning, 
and changes every half-hour*or so. The 
greater part of the morning is taken up 
with prices on ’change, a summary of the 
news in the dailies. At noon we begin to 
get a report of the dvingsa in pariiamen't. 
Telegrams of importance are communicated 
atonce, the Telephonic Messenger being in 
direct connection with a leading Budapest 
newspaper.

‘Water as Fuel. 
From The Ladies’ World. 
Semi-occasionally we hear a great outcry 
about the enormous consumption of coal 
and the possibility of supply not meeting 
demand. Many of the best mines have 
been deserted and a numer are about 
worked out, but as there is still enough 
in sight to last many years, even calculat- 
ing for the increased amount constantly 
used—though it may be a. question of time 
—as yet we have nothing to fear. Some 
blissfully ignorant person exclaims, ‘“‘We 
need no coal-now, for we have electricity!’’ 
which reminds me of the story of youthful 
Mrs. Newly-wed, who upon being inform- 
ed by Bridget that ‘‘there wasn’t a bit of 
bread in the house for breakfast,’’ calm- 
ly ordered her to ‘‘make some toast, then.” 
Although at some early day in the world’s 
‘progression we may harness the eléctricity 
now at large in our atmosphere, at pres- 
ent it takes coal and a great quantity of 
it to generate electricity. A government 
scientist is confident that he has solved 
the problem for the future. When coal 
and electricity fail upon us, perhaps before 
their limit has been reached, he believes 
our fuel will be water. At first thought 
it appears a strange thing that water, with 
which we quench fire, can be consumed in 
it. It seems as practicable as using the 
hair of the dog to cure the bite. The scien- 
tist says that) we have “‘plenty of water, 
and after we have used it for all other pur- 
poses, will have water to burn.”” The 
component parts of water, oxygen and hy- 
drogen, when separated are found in the 
right proportions, furnish plenty of fuel, 
and he goes on to say that could we ¢Ce- 
compose water and get the hydrogen and 
oxygen in the shape we need, there would 
be no trouble and we would have no fur- 
ther cavse for alarm at the gradual Cis- 
appearance of coal mines, After building 
a good coal fire in the ordinary way, if 
just the proper amount of water could be 
conducted to the burning coal a fire could 
be kept up forever; but—like those poisons 
which kill with a certain quantity, but 
with an overdose have no poisonous effect 
—one drop more would be a drop too much 
and would put out the fire. To me the 
truth of this is demonstrated by the great 
and increased amount of heat generated 
when damp waste material, such as pota- 
to or vegetable peelings, scrapings from 
the table, etc., are burned in the ‘kitchen 
range. Some stoves have been invented 
for consuming water as fuel, but as yet 
are successful only in a small way. Sci- 
ence and invention. have an intricate and 
interesting problem to decipher. If 6 prac- 
tical separation of the componeni parts 
of water can be made for its use as fuel, 
deserted coal mines may become objects 
of interest to curiosity seekers and tourists 
only. It would be pleasant for housekeep- 
ers to have the daily fuel constantly ‘‘on 
tap,” and dispense with dust, dirt and 
ashes, to say nothing of the disagreeable 
details of having ‘‘our winter coal put in.”

In that rare and curious volume, “The 
Myths and Marvels of Oriental Lands,”’ by 
the traveler, Deveaux, there is an Aryan 
tradition which tells us that the first doll 
ever made by human hands was the device 
of a magician in efforts to restore reason 
to a good and beautiful queen whose mind 
had been dethroned in the loss of a much 
teloved babe. The artifice, however, failed 
of its design until the frenzied mother saw 
the rejected counterfeit baby given to the 
child of a beggar at the gate to the king’s 
palace. 

It was a little girl to whom the beautiful 
effigy was tossed, but she evinced so much 
joy and delight at her strange possession 
that the afflicted queen, seeing the intense 
bappiness, instantly recowered her reason, 
and when she had fuily learned the true 
nature of the child’s delight she asked that 
the king issue a decree that henceforth 
dolls should be forever made in every part 
of his realm, and that they should be gifts 
to little children—for in seeing one of them 
so happy with such a treasure, happiness 
and healt had been given her by the gods 
forever. 

Ever since then the making of. dolls has 
been known throughout all civilized lands, 
and even among nations not regarded as 
civilized. Dolls have been found in the 
sepuichres of Egyptian mummies supposed 
to be more than 4,000 years old. 

In many parts of the orient and on the 
continent of Europe—in France and Ger- 
many especially—fortunes have long been 
invested in the manufacture of dolls—dolls 
of wax and paper and dolls of alabaster 
and china and silk. But who ever before 
heard of a fortune as the result of the 
making of the rag dolls? 

Here is the face of a woman of whom it 
may be truly said that she has wrought a 
fortune in the manufacturing of rag dolls. 
Without doubt she is today the most suc- 
cessful and famous individual dollmaker 
in the world. Her creations are marvels 
of genius and artistic skill in the attempts 
at impersonations. 

To see one of this woman’s beautiful end 
life-like dolls is enough to make one long 
to be a child again, to be a little kinder- 
garten girl possessing such treasures, 
diving over again the child life when the 
gladsome hours were full of varied de- 
lights which came from playing with dclls. 

And of all the “‘playthings’’ among the 
child treasures nothing is dearer, nothing 
is loved better than the much touseled 
bundle of rags called the pet dolly. 

It is not an idol to have the sinless wor- 
ship of the young heart; it is simply an 
unmurmuring thing to be handed about, 
an unresponsive presence to be hugged aid 
patted, to be talked to, to be scolded, to be 
told of itg virtues and its faults, and all 
without féar of contradictions. The child 
nurses it; @ehe kisses it; she slaps it; she 
drags it over the floor and on to the 
ground; the dog toys with it in his playful 
moods; the older brothers toss it to and 
fro in a game of ball with it; it is left out 
of doors all night inthe rain, getting ‘ts 
face washed in the unwitting process; then 
it is dressed again and redressed over and 
over until it is finally half-forgotten and 
abandoned in other pastimes which come 
to the growing girl in the books and beaux 
of schools and society. 

But the memory of the rag doll and its 
blissful days never perishes. 

It may have been the very homeliest of 
creations, devoid even of the element of 
facial expression; to the visitor it may 
have appeared the most uncouth of things— 
the worst soiled and the most forlorn in its 
eppearing, nevertheless it holds its place in 
the heart of the child and is the best loved 
and the most petted. The child may be 
*hs possessor of a dozen other dolls, dainty 
pictures of foreign art work with elaborate 
toilets, ali representing high values in 
silver and gold, but they are-not the prized 
treasures which are taken to the bosom in 
the fond caressings and child soliloquys. 
For are not the gaudy wax creations, like 
some of the butterfly ladies in fashionable 
society, fit only for admiration in ballrooms 
and boudoirs? The genuine child of nature 
has no sincere affection for that kind of 
doll. It is too fine and\too easliy broken. 

The doll she wants ost is the old 
rag doli—the older the better—the one 
which resists the buffets of affection and 
indifference alike, becoming nearer and 
fearer aS it is nursed into strings or de- 
cay. 

There are people whose main histories 
begin with the making of dolls. 

The genius of this sketch—Mrs,. R. E. 
Cole, of Arkansan, a native Tennessean— 
dates her success an@ fame from a time 
when, more than sixty-five years ago, she, 
“‘a little tot of six vears old,” as she 
expresses it. “cut and sewed with her own 
brown fingers a doll of Hfe size, stuffing 
in with bran, and with rocks and nails, to 
make it heavy—like a real baby. And 
then,’’ as she continues in a _ letter, 
‘“through all the long and prosperous ana 
happy vears that followed. I made dolls 
for my own children, and then for my 
grandchildren, while now, after having 
passed My three Score years and ten, I am 
making dolls vet, and making dolls for my 
great-grandchildren.”’ 

What a history! 

In contributing thus directly, by a patient 
toil and a high ¢reative art to the delight 
and happiness of four successive genera- 
tions of children, has not this woman fairly 
and justly won the title, ‘The Most Fa. 
mous Doll Maker of History?” 

There are other striking and noteworthy 
facts in the story of this noble woman’s 
life, One of its chapters has both pathos 
and f{nstruction. 

We hear much today about the possibili- 
ties of woman as a wage earner, or a mere 
bread winner; we read also of the sublime 
and heroic endeavors of those who d@o not 
allow the stings and buffetry of adverse 
fortune to daunt them in the Struggies of 
existence. 

.This rarely gifted woman its one of those 
who wé@re born in the traditional] “lap of 
fuxury,’’ which has been the beginning 
SO many histories closing in utter 
ence, or in want and sorrow.

geventy-two vears‘of age. Some years ago 
when reverses and misfortune came to her 
Jot, and she was bereft of loved ones upon 
whom she had depended for support, in-

ed about for a field in which she could be 
useful in doing good, or in being the means 
of bringing happiness to others. At that 
time there were but few avenues open jead- 
ing to successful occupations for cultured 
and delicate women of her age. Some one 
tola her to study Henry Ward Beecher’s 
work, “Twenty-one Ways for Women to 
Make Money.”

I sell my 
dolis only to the rich—to those who do not 
hesitate to pay the prices I ask. And I 
make a class of dolls that the poor are 
nt skilled in making.” 

‘here js another lesson which we learn 
tn the story of the woman's life work. In 
their remance there is a remarkable illue- 
tration of the fact that genius cannot be al- 
wavs be évplicated—that there is such 4 
thing as individuality In purpose and ac- 
complishment which defies exact reproduc- 
tioa except with the truly inspired. Mrs. 
Cole writes that she has made many ef- 
furis in gratuitous instruction to puplis 
in her art, ané yet she has never known 
one to succeed fuily and from every point 
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Mrs. R. E. Cole, Conway, Ark., a Fameus Dollmaker. 
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child fingers were beckoning her to their 
presence with her old-time art and skill in 
the making of the dolls—and rag dolls for 
sale. 

Then the good and heroic woman went to 

work as much to make happiness for the 
little girls of the world as for other and 
more practical purposes. 
“When I, made my first dolis for sale,” 
she writes, “I sent them to Memphis and 
New Orleans.’ Thinking there was more 
money in New York than in the markets 
nearer her, she ventured to inquire if there 
was a possible demand for some speci- 
mens of her work in that great city of 
wealth and fashion. 

“Don’t send us any rag dolls; we are al- 
ready overstocked,” is the brief reply 
which came from a noted bazaar there hav- 
ing thousands of aristocratic and wealthy 
patrons. But the pointed blow at her hopes 
did not daunt her. Satisfied that the vis- 
itors and shoppers in that great market 
had never seen anything in the doll line 
comparable to the exhibit which she could 
send, she determined to renew her efforts 
to find a market there in New York. She 
says in one of her letters, “I took the lib- 
erty of sending two anyhow; and it was 
not long before 1 had the pleasure of re- 
ceiving an order for a whole dozen of my 
beautiful babies.’’ 

Doubtless no crumb of bread was ever 
cast upon waters which returned with such 
increase of substance as came from that 
first venture in the New York bazaar. 
The subsequent shipment of the ‘‘dozen 
babies’’ was an advertisement, making her 
and her delightful art known half around 
the worid, and in an incredibly brief time. 
Orders for doJls came in rapid succession; 
and they were orders from noted and 
fastidious buyers, and from various parts 
of the continent—from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific; from distinguished beauties and 
belles of Long Branch, and Lenox. The 
orders came also from the unknown and 
far-away Saxons in Franktfort-on-the- 
Main, in Germany, beyond the ‘sea. 

It is not simply the vague and half-ox- 
pressionless bundle of cloth fabrics and 
strings called by custom the “rag doll’ 
which {s seen in one of the specimens of 
this woman’s art work. There is real flesh- 
tinted muslin revealing dainty, shapely 
ficures and forms which were dreams in 
the old Greek ideals. Then there are ricn 
immaculate gowns with every accompani- 
ment in the dressing outfit—everything won- 
derfully realistic in baby life, the whole ap- 
pealing at once to the sense of love and de- 
votion in motherhood, Matron and child 
alike come under the influence of the 
beauty of one of these ‘‘dolls.” 

Nor is this all that may’ be aaid 
on this score. Mrs. Cole's best 
creations are also such marvels 

of genius and art work every way that 
their appeal touches the esthetic sense and 
the “art idea’’ in many cultivated people 
neither. matron nor children. And hence 
it 1s that she numbers among her patrons 
many who buy her work just as they do 
that of others regarded as “great masters” 
in art. 

“May I tell you somewf the pleasures 
of this little occupation of mine?’’ she 
Writes in a recent letter, for we had al-

In the accumulation of orders for her 
dolls, orders that are, and have long been 
a tax upon her feculties and strength, it is 
reasonable to suppose that she would call 


to her assistance some skilled aid. ‘‘But,”’ 
she writes, “I know of no help 
that I can accept.”’ When her 


patron write for one of her dolls, her con- 
science forbids the sending of those which 
are not solely the work of her own fingers. 

When the suggestion was made that a 
‘“‘write up’ of her unique history might be 
regarded as an advertising scheme—if plac- 
ed in one of the leading periodicals of the 
day—she replied, with spirit, and condemn- 
ing the intimation: “I do not need advertis- 
ing. Even now I have to begin in January 
to have ready the supply for ordcrs for the 
next Christmas holidays.’’ She has on her 
list the names of nearly 1,000 patrons. 

Presumably Mrs. Cole is a high type of 
the intellectual woman of the south under 
the old regime. She is a charming conver- 
sationalist, as this expression is now under- 
stood, for she is not only well versed in 
literature, but she has a mind well and am- 
ply stored with the results of observation 
in long and extensive’ travels—travel ob- 
tained in the annual vacations she has been 
taking for many years, every expense met 
with doll money. She says that ‘doll mak- 
ing is doll-ar making with her.’’ A clever 
pun. We present the reader with a photo- 
graphic view of the collection of her dolls 
exhibited at the Nashville Centennial. The 
unique display Was one of the most attrac- 
tive of all the art treasures in the woman’s 
building there. A most striking and inter- 
esting feature of the exhibit is in one of the 
individual costumes. The doll is dressed in 
traveling garb, the details corresponding 
to the latest fads of fashion—the tout en- 
semble, even to the stylish shoes, being 
the work of Mrs. Cole’s own deft fingers. 
The same skillful fingers wrought the lit- 
tle beauty’s traveling bag and filled it also 
with the paraphernalia of the toilet, includ- 
ing the tiny lunch with dainty food and a 
supply of confections which looked like 
they had come from-fairy fingers and were 
intended for fairy lips.

‘ONE MAN POWER 


ON OUR RAILROADS 


Mr. Acworth Compares American Man- 
agement with the English. 


PRACTICAL MEN IN CHARGE 


In the United States Experienced Rail- 
way Men Aré in Charge. 


THIS IS NOT THE CASE IN ENGLAND 


The President Is Supreme Over Here 
and the Directors Are Only 
, Advisory.

HE difference between Enel's and 
a American railway organization is fun- 

d@mental throughout the entire 5¢F- 
vice. And that difference so profoundly 
affects not only the working of the 
but the comparative value of the railways 
of the two countries as permanent sateen 
ments that it deserves to be dealt with at 
greater length. English railways, 45 we 
all know, are managed by @ chairman, 4 
good or even first-raie man of business, 
but sbidom or never a railway expert by 
profession, presiding over a board, also non- 
experts, none of whom give to the affairs 
of the railway more than 4 limited portion 
of their time. Consequently the real work, 
both deliberative and executive, falls upon 
the officers. Of these there are four or five 
heads of departments, secretary, general 
manager, engineer, _ known as ‘board 
officers’ from the fact that they report 
direct to fhe board or its committees, among 
whom the general manager, who s60mMe- 
times is actually chief of the staff, though 
at other times he is only primus inter pares, 
is always the most important. But above 
directors and officers stand the sharehold- 
ers in general meeting assembled, who 
alone have the power to raise money or 
to declare dividends, and to some extent 
the auditors, whose independence of the 
board {is carefully guarded. Further, the 
risk of a “‘corner’’ among a few large share- 
holders is practically obviated by the stat- 
utory provision that the first ten shares 
confer one vote apiece; beyond ten and up 
to 100 it needs five shares to command one 
vote, while beyond the 100 only one vote is 
reckoned for every ten shares. Finally, no 
new line can be made, no existing indepen- 
dent line leased or purchased, and no new 
capital created, without special parliamen- 
tary authority ad hoe. 
Now, compare this with normal American 
practice—for, as railway companies in 
America are incorporated either under 
charters from the various states, or it may 
be under the general law of their state, 
with, so to speak, any articles of associa- 
tion they may think proper to adopt, di- 
vergences of practice are much greater 
there than here. Government interference 
with the management is practically nil. A 
shareholders’ meeting is held once a year, 
but at that meeting a bare majority of the 
stock can absolutely overpower all resist- 
ance of a minority, however large and 
however influential. The meeting elects 
the entire board of directors for the en- 
suing twelve-month—for they all go out 
of office together—and then surrenders into 
their hands the whole powers of the com- 
pany. Then the directors in their turn 
meet and elect from their number a presi- 
dent, a Man who has usually worked his 
Way up right through the service, and it 
may be one or more vice presidents. And 
then the board in its turn abdicates in fa- 
vor of the president. For the bulk of the 
directors are very busy men, engaged in 
business probably in New York or Boston,

rect may be in Texas or Dakota. Consgse- 
quently they meet seldom, and even their 
execulive committee, when they appoint 


one, comes together only when the presi- 
dent summons it. No doubt .the board are 
consulted when there is a question of build- 
ing new lines or of leasing or purehasing a 
controlling interest in the stock of rival or 
tributary undertakings. No doubt, too, 
they are formally responsible for the de- 
claration of dividends, but, as the auditing 
and accounting staff are the president's 
Subordinates, practically they can exercise 
little independent authority in the matter. 
Questions of rates and fares and all the 
negotiations with traders or other com- 
Panies arising out of them, the appoint- 
ment of the entire staff, the operation of 
the railway, the maintenance of its struc- 
ture and equipment and the purchase of 
Supplies all belong to the president, with 
his vice presidents, and to them alone, 

In a@ word, an American railway repre- 
Sents “‘one-man power’. much more than 
anything with which we have to do in the 
railway. world here. And, just as we have 
seen “one-man power” in this country pull 
down & great banking house, in spite of a 
Position and prestige almost equalto that 
of the Bank of England, so in America an 
incompetent; reckless, still more a dishon- 
est, president, can in a few years bring the 
most solvent railway company into the 
hands of a receiver. Given, on the other 
hand, the ideal president, shrewd and far- 
seeing, firm and yet conciliatory in dealing 
with the public and the public authorities, 
and honest not only in being above more 
pecuniary temptation—most of them are 
that nowadays—but in refusing to sacri- 
fice the future of the undertaking to the 
preseni—given such a man, and he can 
do more for his company than any one 
man here, be he chairman or general man- 
ager. For to his colleagues, the directors, 
he speaks as an equal—or. indeed, as more 
than an equal, in that as a rule, though 
the Vanderbilt companies are an exception, 
he is their chairman—while at the same 
time he dominates them by his superior 
knowledge of railway matters in general 
and of their own railway in particular. 
And if, on the one hand, he shapes the 
policy of the board, on the other, he dis- 


poses absolutely of the services of every 
member of the executive etaff and moves
